Red-State Specials 

In this political climate, reasoned debate turns easily to ideological hate

We live in a time of cheap and lazy fanati- 
cism, when complexity is derided as obfusca- 
tion, and any deviation from the party line 
(whatever the party, whatever the line) is 
demonic. We decry the death of democracy, 
the failures of the Constitution, and the lack 
of courage of politicians. Although no one 
quite agrees on what it is, we despair over 
the dearth of common sense (which has 
nothing to do with “common” or “sense” 
and everything to do with “it seems obvi- 
ous to me, so why don’t you think the 
way I do?”). We denounce compromise; we 
embrace politicians who agree with us as 
brave and denounce those who disagree with 
us as sellouts. We believe in good and evil, 
and we know exactly what each is. What 
we believe in is good - i.e., it is not in any 
way a subjective opinion, nor a personally 
reasoned position based on our moral and 
ethical values but is instead an objective, 
absolute value. Evil is what motivates those 
who disagree with us. It is black and white, 
and anyone who goes for gray - well, they’re 
Satan worshippers, have been bought off, are 
corrupt, have horrible motivations, or are out 
to crush the rest of us. 

This “I pledge allegiance to fanaticism and 
the one knowable (by me) truth” approach 
transcends ideology, party loyalty, any kind of 
appreciation of those with whom we disagree 
as presenters of principled, well-meaning 
opinions. It is a position embraced by the 
hard left, the hard right, and most of those in 
between as well. 

This is not to suggest that this is a 
new attitude or merely a current fad. 
Historically, our political and social inter- 
actions haven’t changed that much, and 
when they have, the shifts have rarely been 
dramatic; rather, changes were usually so 
painstakingly slow, they seemed nearly 
immobile. It wasn’t as though people in 
earlier times loved to engage in construc- 
tive debate and were anxious to listen to 
others’ thoughts. 


But it does seem to me, in the era of the 
Bush administration, that this tendency to 
glibly dismiss others’ opinions is more pro- 
nounced, and the lines of separation more 
officially sanctioned, than ever. But that’s just 
how it seems to me, and, even in thinking 
back over my lifetime, I understand that the 
present carries the greatest weight and that 
ideological despair can shade and revise one’s 
previous perceptions. 

Listening to the toll-road crowd cheer 
on any politician who came out against toll 
roads as “brave” is just one local example. 
Politicians agreeing with the masses, especial- 
ly when they change their minds to endorse 
the currently popular position, are rarely 
being brave. They may well be honest and 
principled; the decision may well have been 
reached for higher reasons than simply politi- 
cal popularity; but they are not brave - in 
fact, they are anything but brave. 

One of the specific designs of the 
Constitution was to insulate some of those in 
power from the will of the masses. Supreme 
Court judges were appointed for life, sena- 
tors elected for six years and presidents for 
four, precisely to achieve this insulation. The 
explicit idea was to give them the breathing 
space between elections to govern by a prin- 
cipled consideration of what is best for the 
country rather than being tossed about here 
and there by the popular prejudices or pass- 
ing fancies of the greater electorate. House 
members with two-year terms were more 
subject to the will of the people in order to 
preserve a balance of power, offering a rich 
array of ways to detour or block governmental 
passions or whims. 

The problem is not international bank- 
ers, those damn Democrats, the Trilateral 
Commission, the Marxist-Jewish conspira- 
cy, manipulative secret leaders of the New 
World Order cabal, multinational corpora- 
tions, Republican partisans, right-wing talk- 
radio hosts, the (nonexistent) liberal bias of 
the media, satanic anti-Christian fanatics, 


Masons, or the too-much-maligned American 
Civil Liberties Union. The problem, in fact, is 
not some easily definable enemy, but instead, 
as Pogo pointed out so long ago, “Yup son, 
We have met the enemy, and he is us.” 

(Note: In the above disclaimer, I leave out 
the current Bush administration and the 
Republican Party’s elected and official lead- 
ers. Reluctantly and regrettably, but especially 
given the lunacy of the Iraq invasion, I have 
to note that while they are not to blame for 
all problems, they are still slightly - which, 
in the scheme of things is a nearly unprec- 
edented amount - more culpable than any 
other administration or party regime in my 
lifetime. Which is to damn them as much as 
any group can be damned in the floodwaters 
of current events.) 

The problem is not malevolent leaders, evil 
businessmen, visionary but satanic bankers. 
It is not pure evil trying to swamp our pure 
good. It is the billions of people on this planet 
with conflicting opinions and wide varieties 
of moral, ethical, ideological, and religious 
beliefs. The problem is not simple; the solu- 
tion is not common sense. As humans, we 
face an endless array of complex and difficult- 
to-resolve issues. Demonizing those we don’t 
know, like, and/or agree with is convenient 
- but then, so was having the villains wear 
black hats in B-Westerns. Neither actually cre- 
ate meaning, are based in reality, or actually 
consider genuine, real-world problems - but 
they sure make things easy. 

One of the few things I will acknowledge 
as truth, however, is that in issues involving 
human beings, almost nothing is even close 
to being in any way easy. 

The people of this country have respond- 
ed to the modern world, the growing and 
ever-closer international community - and 
thus the terrors of the unknown - by uniting 
in good old-fashioned conservatism. There 
has been an amazing return to traditional 
American values, especially those we had 
long attempted to abandon and, if not

achieving that, at least had made relatively 
impolitic to openly endorse. These also 
range from the right to the left - although, 
out of hand, I reject the right-wing fantasy 
of a liberal-controlled United States: We are 
and have always been a conservative society 
that has rarely drifted to the left enough to 
come close to crossing over the border of the 
moderate middle. 

The range of the ideas and attitudes that 
are now accepted ideological currency is 
astonishing. Racism, although never really 
having left, is now officially back, cloaked in 
the language of the anti-affirmative-action, 
“true civil rights” movement and the irratio- 
nal hysteria over illegal immigrants on the 
right and in the spiritually distinctive privi- 
leging of the oppressed by the left. American 
chauvinism once again dominates our inter- 
national dialogue, with the firmly held belief 
in the United States’ moral, economic, politi- 
cal, and religious superiority serving as the 
tent pole of basic policy. Gone is any sense 
of or pride in this country as an international 
melting pot - boasting not just an ethnically 
religiously, racially, ideologically, and spiri- 
tually diverse population but actually that 
much stronger for it. 

Christian superiority and privilege is clearly 
articulated in the overt religious prejudice of 
the claim that, in a country that is more than 
80% Christian, Christians are somehow being 
oppressed and suffering discrimination. The 
same brand of deity-blessed, theocratically 
based government demanded by Islamic fun- 
damentalist terrorists is being championed 
in this country as a reasonable response to 
that position. In their case, it’s Islam; in this 
country’s, it’s Christianity. But it is all theoc- 
racy, as American religious activists are trying 
to trump the Constitution’s clear separation 
of church and state. Class distinctions are 
in, with not just this country, but its richest 
class, clearly best loved by God. The poor are 
just being lazy. 

Post 9/1 1, we have openly embraced the old 
ways. Our enemies are evil; the U.S. is good.

Those who hold different opinions or beliefs 
are wrong; the racial, ethnic, and religious 
superiority of white, Christian America is right. 
As if those who loved silent movies could 
banish sound from the screen, the political 
currency of undiluted, anachronistic ideologies 
is back in vogue. Jingoism, imperialistic arro- 
gance, manifest destiny, ethnic stereotyping, 
nativism, and xenophobia - all once regarded 
as at least seriously diseased, if not completely 
irrelevant - are again daily specials offered on 
the menu of political thought. 

Nonchalant anarchy, anti-globalism, class 
prejudice, simplistic anti-capitalism, willfully 
naive Marxism, constitutional ignorance, and 
self-righteously blind moralizing are just as 
much the rage on the left, but they’ve never 
had the power of the right nor ever had even 
close to the influence attributed to them. 
Many leftist groups engage in a certain kind 
of insulated, anti-American whining in which 
they indulge in the same kind of good guy/ 
bad guy imaginings as the right, but their 
impact is far more rhetorical and far less leg- 
islative than that of those who have come to 
idealize the status quo. 

In the new year, however, I’m planning on 
initiating a new nonprofit organization for 
those, on the right and the left, in despair 
over our government. It will raise money to 
pay for the travel and lodging of any com- 
mentator of any ideology in any medium who 
asserts that this country is already a police 
state controlled by a fascist regime to go live 
in a country run by a fascistic dictatorship. 


This is not a “love it or leave it” position, 
by any means. These trips will be four-, six-, 
eight-months long, and then awarded recipi- 
ents will return home. The only requirement 
is that they continue to offer their opinion 
in their new locale in exactly the ways they 
are now offering it here: on the radio, in 
pamphlets, through letters to the editor, in 
publications, on access TY and the like. 

We are all opposed to having others’ moral- 
ity imposed on us. Yet almost all of us 
insist that certain of our beliefs represent 
such immutable, rock-solid, unquestionable 
morality that, if not cooperatively honored, 
they must be legislated. The conservative 
right’s assaults on personal freedoms, pro- 
choice PETA members’ throwing red paint on 
furs being worn on the street - at some point, 
on some issues, we are all fascists. “We have 
met the enemy and he/she is us!” 

Jean Renoir famously said that the truly 
terrible thing is that everyone has his reasons 
- which is not to say that others have bad rea- 
sons but instead that most people, even many 
of those now fighting United States troops, 
believe that what they are doing is right and 
in service of the common good. 

Chester Himes noted that, under the right 
circumstances, any one is capable of any- 
thing. Think about what that means, not 
about others but about yourself. Instead of 
being absolutely right and in service of jus- 
tice, under certain circumstances, you are 
capable of any action. 

In Rainer Werner Fassbinder’s film Third 
Generation , guests visiting a house play a 
game titled “Who Would You Have Been in 


Nazi Germany?” Forget declaring yourself 
a member of the resistance - not only was 
the active resistance microscopically small, 
but such a claim for oneself would be cheat- 
ing. The question is: What are you, yourself, 
capable of, given certain circumstances, soci- 
etal pressures, and accepted societal norms? 
It isn’t very pleasant to think about. 

Robert Frost once said that “poet” is a gift 
word. You can’t call yourself one; the name 
has to be applied to you by others. Whenever 
I hear folks saying they are patriots or their 
ideological take is not an opinion but the 
truth or that they are closer to God than all 
other people or they are pure and moral in an 
immoral world or anything along those lines, 
I reach for my gun. These are all not just 
gift terms, but, when self-applied, they are 
symptoms of a rancid fascism that, if it were 
manifested politically, would promise only 
intolerance and oppression. 

This holiday season, in the last column of 
2006, I offer complexity without simplicity, 
complicated problems lacking easy solutions, 
the difficulty of human interaction rather than 
the strategies of evil, the accidental course of 
history and economies rather than the con- 
spiracy-theory simplifications of evil manipu- 
lators. I offer nothing concrete, only the vague, 
- nothing absolute, only the journey. 

Now, if that all isn’t your cup of tea, I rec- 
ommend listening to the new low-power “lib- 
erty radio,” available at different frequencies 
depending on where you live in Austin. This 
is a network offering a variety of shows that 


not only cover a nearly encyclopedic range of 
classic and modern conspiracy theories but 
insist that you are listening because you are 
one of those rare patriotic Americans who can 
“handle the truth.” Cleverly, they are no lon- 
ger “9/11 conspiracy theorists” but instead 
belong to the “9/11 truth” movement. I espe- 
cially hope you’ll listen to a number of shows 
that offer the kind of vicious, vehement, 
and overtly hostile anti-Semitism that I have 
read about but never actually encountered 
before. I do not confuse anti-Israeli politics 
with anti-Semitism, but I also don’t believe 
that ideologues can disguise or mute their 
hysterical hatred of Jews by simply beginning 
each vicious attack by saying, “I’m not an 
anti-Semite.” 

Some helpful hints: When they say 
“Talmudists” (as in, one who worships the 
Talmud instead of the Torah) for “Jew” they 
mean, “stinking kike.” When they talk about 
how Ashkenazi Jews (Eastern European) are 
not really biblical Jews, with the only “race 
pure” Jews being Sephardic (Iberian), they 
mean, “kill the stinking Jews.” When they 
point out that the satanist Marxist Zionists 
Jews were the ones really responsible for the 
Russian Revolution, they mean, “Hitler was 
right.” And one of the few times they mean 
exactly what they are saying is when they 
point out that, after all, the Jews killed Jesus. 
I mean it: I’ve read about this kind of hatred, 
and I’ve seen reproductions of Nazi and 
Islamic fundamentalist, anti-Semitic fliers and 
literature, but I’ve never heard it offered up so 
openly and hatefully in this country as part of 
the mundane, daily political dialogue. ■

HEADLINES 


Former President Gerald Ford died Tuesday, for- 
ever to be recalled as the Man Who Pardoned 
Richard Nixon. In the words of The Man Who Shot 
Liberty Valance : “When the legend becomes fact, 
print the legend.” 

In an occasion for greater international mourning, 
James Brown, Godfather of Soul and the 
Hardest Working Man in Show Business, died 
Monday of congestive heart failure, at the age of 
73. Speaking in his autobiography of his musical 
influence across the generations, Brown wrote, “I 
taught them everything they know, but not every- 
thing I know.” 

Gearing up for the 80th legislative session to 
open Jan. 9, all the Capitol buzz is over the chal- 
lenge to House Speaker Tom Craddick’s reign by 
Plano Republican Brian McCall. Craddick says 
he has 109 pledges for re-election, but McCall 
has filed to challenge - if he can get a few dis- 
gruntled Republicans to bolt, and hold the 69 
Democrats eager for a rebellion, he has a shot 
at a majority in the 150-member House. 

As the 79 recommendations of the Iraq Study 
Group slowly fade into obscurity - Dubya having 
once again made it plain he won’t accept any- 
thing less than “victory” - the Bush administra- 
tion has been generating PR buzz for a “surge” 
of U.S. troops into Baghdad, source unknown 
but with numbers running from 10,000 to as 
high as 40,000 “temporary” troops. Meanwhile, 
the Democrats, still basking in a November sur- 
prise that will push them into congressional 
majority come January, continue to be slow on 
the uptake: Bring the troops home, now! 


NAKED CITY 


On Dec. 21, a group of Round Rock High School par- 
ents slapped a class-action lawsuit on the city and 
school district for their strong-arm response in prose- 
cuting students for allegedly skipping or disrupting 
school to join in a nationwide protest of immigra- 
tion policy. The lawsuit accuses the city of Round 
Rock and RRISD of conspiring to violate students’ 
constitutional rights of free speech and assembly, 
according to Texas Civil Rights Project director Jim 
Harrington, who is representing the 51 plaintiffs. 
“These unjustified and unlawful arrests ... are a very 
poor example of a city and school district preparing 
students to be leaders in a democracy,” Harrington 
says. Instead of wielding the “heavy hand of oppres- 
sion” by arresting more than 200 students on March 
30 and 31, Harrington asserts, the city should have 
treated the situation as a “teaching moment” - “to 
help students learn about leadership and dissent” - 
as did other school districts across the country. Not 
only that, the plaintiffs’ case argues, the city’s youth 
curfew ordinance does not apply to participation in 
activities protected by the U.S. Constitution. The law- 
suit will seek unspecified damages and “a judgment 
specifying the rights of the Round Rock students ... 
to prevent any further injustice,” according to 
Harrington. City officials have consistently declined 
comment on the arrests, because litigation is still 
pending. The score is 1-1, with an acquittal for Irvin 
DeLuna and a conviction for Jennifer Avilez. Forty tri- 
als remain. - Patricia J. Ruland 

AISD’s magnet high school at LBJ High, the Liberal 
Arts and Science Academy, is accepting applica- 
tions for next school year.

Good, Bad, 
and Ugly 

Sustainability Project snap- 
shoots our present, future

New year prognosticators could do worse 
than begin with the 2006 report of the Central 
Texas Sustainability Indicators Project. The 
CTSIP is a multisponsor effort, begun in 2000, 
to develop the information necessary to sup- 
port a regional effort at “sustainable develop- 
ment,” a term the authors define as “providing 
for current needs without jeopardizing the 
ability of future generations to provide for 
their needs.” (Call it a hifalutin translation of 
an old camper’s chestnut: “Leave the camp- 
ground in better shape than you found it.”) 
The project draws on various regional informa- 
tion sources for verifiable statistical (“hard”) 
information, as well as broad phone surveys 
(“soft”) of area residents, to bring two kinds of 
knowledge together: 1) what is actually hap- 
pening, demographically and otherwise, in our 
five-county area (Travis, Williamson, Hays, 
Bastrop, Caldwell) and 2) what we think is 
happening - which may not always be the 
same thing. 

As they have in past years, the researchers 
discovered broad patterns in the data that allow 
both general and specific conclusions. They 
summarize five of the broadest as “key themes”: 

• Central Texans generally share broad core 
values: that we live in a good place, we need to 
protect our environment, and we all have obli- 
gations to each other. 

• Even so, racial differences strongly influence 
both our perceptions of place and how well 
local resources are distributed among us. 

• The geographic/socioeconomic divide is 
roughly diagonal: “As you move south and east 
. . . you will find more poverty, fewer jobs, more 
struggling schools than to the north and west.” 

• “We continue to use and manage our key 
natural resources [air, water, land] as if they 
were limitless and indestructible.” 

• Our prosperous and growing region also 
exhibits expanding socioeconomic gaps between 
the rich, the poor, and the middle class. 


Discovering Regionalism 

“When we began the project,” says CTSIP 
Executive Director Jim Walker, “there were 
plenty of things people took for granted, or 
thought they knew, about what was happening 
in the area. One of the reasons we decided the 
project was necessary was simply to look for 
data, for information that would confirm or 
contradict what everybody ‘knew.’” Walker 
also said that the phone surveys have provided 
a useful counterpoint to the information gath- 
ered empirically from various local agencies or 
other sources. “We can see how closely chang-

es in the actual circumstances are tracking 
with public attitudes,” he continued, “both 
about the way things are and what we may 
need to do about them.” 

Walker said the changes in individual 
indicators give a progressive image of the 
last few years - including some fairly obvi- 
ous things, like continued population 
growth, and some less so, like where that 
population is settling. But he adds that, 
from his perspective, the most dramatic 
changes have come in regional attitudes 
toward the very notion of sustainable devel- 
opment and its necessary counterpart, cross- 
regional cooperation. “When we began talk- 
ing about this in the late Nineties,” Walker 
recalls, “the whole idea of sustainable devel- 
opment was fairly new - we’re one of the 
oldest projects like this nationwide - and it 
took time to get people to begin connecting 
the dots between our information and the 
issue of sustainability. Likewise, many peo- 
ple, especially in Austin, thought that it 
would be simply impossible to get area gov- 
ernments to begin to work together instead 
of in opposition to each other. 

“Now, after efforts like Envision Central 
Texas and neighborhood planning in the 
communities and broad-based agencies like 
United Way all working on these problems, 
regionalism is an accepted notion. It’s simply 
a way of understanding that we’re all in this 
together and a shift away from the notion 
that every community and every local gov- 
ernment is on its own.” As if to emphasize 
the change, the project’s sponsors include 
several local governments (Austin, 
Williamson County, Bastrop, Lockhart, and 
San Marcos among them) in addition to 
research sources like local universities and 
social service agencies. 

A Mixed Bag 

As you might expect, the report itself is 
a mix of the good, the bad, and the ugly of 
Central Texas. An observer’s perspective 
on the 40 or so categories may well 
depend literally on where he or she lives. 
The “diagonal” regional divide, while not 
as profoundly based on segregation as it 
once was, still reflects racial as well as 
economic divisions. Here are few random 
but revealing indicators: 

• The whole region is moving toward a 

“majority-minority” population: Non- 

Hispanic whites currently comprise just over 
55% of the regional population, and the 
trend is multiracial, multicultural. 

• One in six (17%) of all Central Texans has 
no health insurance; for those earning below- 
poverty incomes, that figure is nearly 40%. 

• Access to prenatal care is “highly depen- 
dent” on race, and the trend since 1998 is in 
the wrong direction; “more than 35% of 
African-American mothers and 25% of 
Hispanic mothers receive no prenatal care 
prior to giving birth.” 

• Major crime rates have slowly but steadily 
declined overall since the mid-Nineties, 
holding steady over the last few years, and 
(despite media saturation crime coverage), 
the public perception generally accords with 
the actual situation. 


• African-American citizens (especially 
young people) have much higher rates of 
arrest than other racial groups and, conse- 
quently, much less confidence in the fair- 
ness of regional law enforcement and the 
criminal justice system. 

• On environmental matters (one of the 
noisiest public categories), acquisition of 
public open space is actually increasing: 
“The acres of publicly owned public land 
per 1,000 residents has increased from 50 
acres in 1998 to 68 acres in 2005” - though 
the researchers note that the open space is 
not distributed equally across the region. 

• Simultaneously, our transportation choic- 
es are narrowing: “Since 1994, the percent- 
age of Central Texans driving their own car 
to work has increased from 84% to 90%, 
while the number of persons taking the bus 
has dropped from 8% to 4%.” 

Those excerpts only touch the surface, 
and the report has now become biennial, 
partly because single-year trends tend to be 
small. More importantly, the project’s par- 
ticipants now want to emphasize more 
strongly the necessity of public “engage- 
ment” in sustainability. “We consider the 
report to be a planning document,” says 


Walker, “and we want to find ways to help 
local communities apply its information and 
integrate it into what they’re already doing 
for sustainable development. As the report 
says, engagement is the fourth ‘E’ of sustain- 
ability [the others are equity, economy, and 
environment] , and without community 
engagement, little progress can be made on 
the other aspects.” 

“We’re not trying to tell people what to 
do,” concludes Walker. “We’re trying to give 
them information and tools with which to 
help assess the quality of their lives and that 
of the community at large. People tend to 
think about these things and argue about 
them as if ‘planning’ were at one extreme 
and ‘the free market’ were at the other, in 
absolute opposition. In fact, in our daily 
lives and in our communities, we all live in 
the gray area in the middle.” 

If you’re interested in making that ordi- 
nary, confused middle where you’re living 
a little less gray, a good start would be a 
leisurely New Year review of the CTSIP 
report - one chapter in a family-commu- 
nity photo album. ■

And as the city manager’s reign 
inches closer to its political expiration date, we’ll 
see if Toby Futrell’s influence continues to carry the 
same imposing weight.

Three homes on historic Rainey Street now have a home at the Star Hill 
Ranch in Bee Cave. The Historic Landmark Commission approved the removal 
of the homes at their meeting last week. One of the homes had belonged to 
a man believed to be a stonemason at the Capitol and a second to the man 
who completed much of the early original ironwork in the city. During the dis- 
cussion of the removal of the homes, Steve Sadowsky, of the Historic Preserva- 
tion Office, confirmed that there would probably never be an enclave of histor- 
ic homes on the site of the Mexican American Cultural Center, an idea that 
was floated when rezoning the property along Rainey Street for high-intensity 
residential and commercial use was first discussed. The land along Rainey 
Street is now too valuable for such an enclave, Sadowsky said, and more 
importantly, no one has stepped forward to preserve any of the dilapidating 
homes in what was one of Austin’s first neighborhoods. - Kimberly Reeves 

The Parks and Recreation Board was less than enchanted last week with the 
plans for Sand Beach Reserve Park, which will be carved out of the land in 
front of the new Gables housing development on Cesar Chavez. The Gables, 
which has agreed to front the bill for the 2-acre park, is putting close to 
$300,000 toward the effort, but Parks Board members appeared to want a lit- 
tle less belvedere and a little more open space. The designers of the park, 
Kevin Sloan Studio, will be back next month with a revised plan. - K.R. 

State Rep. Mark Strama, D-Austin, intends to make employee restrooms 
more accessible to people with certain medical conditions. Strama said he 
would file legislation this week that would require retail establishments to 
open their “employee only” bathroom doors to those with Crohn’s disease, 
ulcerative colitis, and irritable bowel disease. The bill would also provide relief 
for pregnant women or people experiencing the side effects of medications 
that require frequent trips to the restroom. “A group of children afflicted by 
IBD proposed this legislation to me,” Strama said, and he crafted the legisla- 
tion in conjunction with the Texas affiliates of the national Crohn’s & Colitis 
Foundation of America. Similar legislation has passed in Illinois, Maryland, 
and Michigan, he said. Question: How do you tell the difference between the 
people entitled to the special bathrooms and the people who just don’t want 
to wait in line for the regular johns? - Amy Smith 

Viven los artes! Why? Well, as Joe Randel, the UT Performing Arts Center’s new 
ArtesAmericas director, waxed in a recent press release, “Cultural misunder- 
standing and ignorance continue to spawn conflict and impede progress around 
the world. ... Through the lens of the Arts, ArtesAmericas can play an impor- 
tant role in creating a space where a dialogue promoting understanding and 
true cultural exchange can occur.” Now in its third season, ArtesAmericas’ 
main purpose is to bring Latino artists from all over the Americas to Austin.

2003 but also “has an academic background in Latin American Studies, lived 
in Mexico both as a student and teacher, and is fluent in Spanish and Portuguese.”

The merry elves at Austin’s Yellow Bike Project, the all-volunteer group 
known for refurbishing discarded and donated bikes before coloring them yel- 
low, recently donated 30 bikes to the Austin Discovery School, a K-five 
charter school located on FM 969 that emphasizes social responsibility, good 
health, and environmental stewardship. The cycles will be used in the 
school’s physical and environmental fitness curriculum. YBP donated 89 bikes 
to schools last year. Joining in the holiday cheer, the Austin Cycling 
Association plans to facilitate a bicycle-safety rodeo course for the ADS stu- 
dents, bestowing each rodeo rider with a free, new helmet and donating 30 
additional helmets to stay on campus with the bikes. YBP encourages those 
interested in working on future donation bikes to show up at its main 51st 
Street location during shop hours, especially on Tuesday evening volunteer- 
only night. In need of a few holiday gifts of its own, Yellow Bike is trying to 
raise $300,000 to buy a new shop space, since its main shop, donated by 
the city, is slated for demolition in late 2007. Tax-deductible donations can be 
made by mail, by purchasing gift cards at select local bike shops and REI, 
online through iGive.com or on YBP’s Web site, www.austinyellowbike.org. - D.M. 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


In other cycling news, the Texas Bicycle Coalition recently issued a public call 
to action in response to TxDOT’s decision to cut the state’s major source of 
bicycle-trail funding. On Nov. 20, TxDOT rescinded its call for enhancement 


proposals, which encompass bike projects, eliminating funding hopes until 
the 2009 transportation bill, according to TBC. TxDOT has received 332 bike- 
trail proposals from across the state this year. The decision is rooted in the 
federal government’s unusual request for states to return 2% of funding dis- 
tributed under the Safe, Accountable, Flexible, Efficient Transportation Equity 
Act of 2005 - itself repeatedly looted by Congress to fund spending on every- 
thing from homeland security to Hurricane Katrina. TBC says Texas’ share is 
about $305 million. “Most state DOTs are taking their cuts across the board 
- from all of the eligible transportation categories,” read a TBC statement. 
Instead, Texas is taking $230 million (75%) of the cut from state bike-trail 
enhancements. Spokesman Randall Dillard said TxDOT’s decision was based 
on its refusal to cut funding to its five major goals: reducing congestion, 
improving air quality, enhancing safety, expanding economic opportunities, 
and increasing transportation asset value. Asked how additional bicycle trips 
and more bike tourism wouldn’t meet those goals, Dillard said TxDOT feels 
that bike infrastructure “is the area with the smallest impact on achieving 
the goals.” State funding for the popular, bike-oriented Safe Routes to School 
Program will also get the axe. For more info, as well as ways to take action, 
see www.biketexas.org.

The governor’s Environmental Flows Advisory Committee - a heavy-hitter 
group that includes the heads of the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department, 
Texas Commission on Environmental Quality, and Texas Water Development 
Board - submitted its list of recommendations to the Legislature last week 
on protecting environmental flows. Environmental flow, in broad terms, is the 
flow of water in rivers and streams necessary to protect the fragile ecosys- 
tems of the state’s various basins and estuaries while still meeting the 
needs of existing and future water permits. Groundwork for the committee’s 
work - a basin-by-basin scientific approach to the issue - was laid out in 
Senate Bill 3, a major water bill that failed to pass during the last regular 
session. The committee’s recommendations “represent a general endorse- 
ment of the consensus process on environmental flow protections agreed to 
by environmental groups and water suppliers prior to the 2005 state legisla- 
tive session,” said Ken Kramer, executive director of the Texas Sierra Club. “I 
think the Advisory Committee’s report will provide the momentum for legisla- 
tive approval of this process. ... It’s a great step forward.” - K.R. 

A new report from the Center for Public Integrity says the $15 billion 
President’s Emergency Plan for AIDS Relief, which aims to provide care, 
treatment, and prevention of HIV/AIDS in developing countries, has been 
“slow” to procure generic anti-retroviral drugs and has instead “favored” the 
use of more expensive, brand-name ARVs. As a result, fewer people are 
receiving treatment. According to CPI, in 2004-05, PEPFAR spent about 5% of 
its ARV budget - in all, less than $15 million - on generic drugs. PEPFAR can 
only buy drugs approved by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration, and so 
far the FDA has only approved 26 generic ARVs, causing critics to charge that 
the government has been less than proactive in fighting the global HIV/AIDS 
problem, reports CPI. The nonpartisan watchdog group also notes that 
PEPFAR’s focus on abstinence education as a means to prevent the spread 
of disease has become little more than a way for the Bush administration to 
funnel millions into Christian faith-based organizations - according to the 
Government Accountability Office, spending on abstinence and “fidelity” pro- 
grams was actually hurting other parts of the HIV/AIDS program, including 
the prevention of mother-to-child disease transmission. To read the entire 
report, go to www.publicintegrity.org/aids.

Turns out the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department isn’t just a protector of 
parkland - it’s also guardian of the Gulf. TPWD was recently recognized for 
its preservation efforts by the Environmental Protection Agency’s Gulf of 
Mexico Program. TPWD nabbed a Gulf Guardian Award for its help in train- 
ing volunteers who responded to a major red-tide bloom last year on the 
Texas coast - particularly on South Padre Island, where volunteers had to 
compensate for a lack of biologists, collecting nearly 400 water samples in 
about two months. Red tide is a naturally occurring, higher-than-normal con- 
centration of the Karenia brevis algae, which produces a toxin that affects a 
fish’s central nervous system, leaving them paralyzed, unable to breathe, and 
eventually dead. Humans in and around red-tide waters may experience irrita- 
tion of the eyes, nose, and throat, as well as coughing, wheezing, and short- 
ness of breath. The Gulf of Mexico Program was initiated in 1988 to facilitate 
collaboration to protect, maintain, and restore the health and productivity of 
the Gulf of Mexico in concert with regional economic development (a formida- 
ble task).

Secretary of Education Margaret Spellings dropped by Editor Evan Smith’s 
Texas Monthly Talks program on KLRU-TV last week on her weeklong holiday 
swing through Austin. Much of Smith’s interview focused on the upcoming 
reauthorization of the federal No Child Left Behind Act, which Spellings 
defended as far better on the accountability front than past federal education 
policy, which she characterized as “put the money out there, and hope for the 
best.” Spellings did agree that intervention and support for failing schools 
should come before allowing students to transfer out to other schools. 
Spellings also defended her criticism of the PBS show Postcards From Buster, 
saying that the introduction of same-sex marriage in the show - an issue of 
sexuality - was best left to parents and had no place in an early literacy pro- 
gram for preschoolers. Smith’s conversation with Spellings is tentatively 
scheduled to air Jan. 25 on KLRU. (Amusing side note: Spellings’ visit coin- 
cided with the publication of Texas Monthly's issue featuring the mocking 
Bum Steer Awards, of which she was a recipient.) - K.R. 
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Nonetheless, shortly thereafter, Perez and 
his attorney Derek Howard say, Perez was 
transferred to the night shift. Just two months 
later - shortly after Perez again questioned 
his supervisors, Lt. Daniel Zahara and Sgt. 
Jesse Brown, in this case about their appar- 
ent disapproval of his handling of a high-risk 
car stop in connection with APD Gang 
Suppression Unit detectives - Perez said 
Brown ordered him to report to APD psycholo- 
gist Carol Logan for a meeting designed to 
help facilitate “better communication” 
between Perez and Brown. Perez said he was 
told the session with Logan would be spent 
practicing “word games” - a fact he said 
Logan confirmed - but that in fact, unbe- 
known to Perez, the meeting was intended as 
a fit-for-duty review, the outcome of which 


could bolster the supervisors’ 
desire to terminate Perez. 

Indeed, Logan’s four-page report 
mentions nothing about word 
games and instead focuses almost 
entirely on Perez’s moral and reli- 
gious beliefs, which Logan con- 
cludes are so strong they are an 
“impairment” to his ability to be a 
police officer. The report concludes 
that Perez, a self-described non- 
denominational fundamentalist 
Christian, is in fact so impaired by 
his moral convictions that he is 
incapable of taking in and process- 
ing information - especially that 
which may be in conflict with his 
already-held beliefs. Perez is 
“defensive” and not able to take in 
“feedback” from supervisors, she wrote. 

“Perez has a well-developed set of personal 
beliefs. These seem to be based primarily on 
his religious beliefs and it is obvious that he 
has spent a lot of time reflecting upon and 
developing these views,” she wrote. “He takes 
pride in the fact that he is an ordained minis- 
ter who on occasion preaches to congrega- 
tions in the Austin area ... and that he and his 
wife home-school their children in accordance 
with their value system.” She concludes that 
as “admirable as these beliefs may be, they 
seem to play a role in his defensiveness in 
that they provide him with a rationale for 
explaining how his views differ with others.” 
Only a month later, Perez was given a 
choice: resign from the department and keep 
his peace officer license or be fired and lose 


God vs. Taser: 

Officer sues APD 

Former Austin Police Department rookie 
Officer Ramon Perez filed a civil lawsuit on 
Dec. 19 against the department, his former 
supervisors, and an APD psychologist, claim- 
ing he was forced to resign because of his 
religious beliefs after he refused to comply 
with a supervisor’s order to use excessive 
force on a suspect. In essence, Perez argues, 
he was forced to resign, in violation of his 
constitutional rights, after refusing to violate 
the rights of another. 

According to the lawsuit, in January 2005, 
Perez, then a rookie still on probation - and 
thus, notably, not subject to civil-service law 
protection - was “punitively transferred” from 
a day patrol shift to a night shift because he’d 
refused a senior officer’s order to use his 
electroshock Taser gun on an elderly man in 
questionable health who was suspected of 
family violence. On Jan. 15, Perez responded 
to a domestic-violence call where he met a 
woman who said her husband had pushed her 
down and hurt her arms. While interviewing 
the woman outside her home, Perez said her 
husband came outside, keys and coffee in 
hand, and headed to his car in an attempt to 
leave. Perez told him to stop, he said, but 
before he could direct the man further, his 
backup, senior police Officer Robert 
Paranich “lunged” at the man from behind, 
causing the man to lose his balance. “I con- 
sidered that an escalation of force,” Perez 
said, and not a controlled way to get the man 
under control with the least amount of force 
possible - as is required by APD policy. While 
the man struggled to regain his balance, 

Perez said Paranich ordered him to use his 
Taser on the man; Perez refused because the 
man wasn’t resisting arrest, and Perez was 
sure the man could be placed under arrest 
with lesser force. Additionally, Perez said, the 
man appeared to be in poor health and a like- 
ly candidate for a heart attack - two addition- 
al factors APD’s Taser policy asks officers to 
consider before using the weapon. 

In the end, Perez and Paranich were able to 
get the man on the ground and in cuffs with no 
more force than soft-hand control, Perez said 
- a fact that proves the Taser was not needed: 
“If more force were necessary, then we wouldn’t 
be able to take him down,” he said at a press 
conference. “That means I did the constitu- 
tionally correct thing” and followed APD policy. 


GRAVES UPDATE: 

Judge thumbs nose at feds 

Lawyers for Anthony Graves on Dec. 21 
fired back at Burleson Co. District Judge 

Reva Towslee-Corbett, who, in an apparent 
screw-you to the federal bench, had the day 
before set a $1 million bond for Graves to be 
released from jail. 

The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals - 

which had overturned Graves’ 1994 capital 
murder conviction and death sentence in 
March, ruling that prosecutors withheld crucial 
exculpatory witness statements from Graves’ 
defenders - on Dec. 18 handed down a sec- 
ond ruling, denying a state motion that sought 
to keep Graves in jail without bond pending 
any retrial. The court ordered the state to 


hold a bond hearing or to set Graves free by 
Jan. 4 on a $50,000 bond previously set by 
U.S. District Judge Samuel Kent. 

In the habeas writ filed in state district 
court on Dec. 21, Graves’ attorneys - Jeff 
Blackburn, David Mullin, and Nicole Casar- 
ez - argue that Towslee-Corbett thumbed her 
nose at the federal bench by setting the $1 
million bond on her own without notifying the 
defense or holding an evidentiary hearing. The 
bond order “contains no facts, reasons, or 
conclusions about why the bond should be 
set at this amount,” reads the petition. “It 
stands in flagrant defiance of the decisions of 
the federal courts.” 

Graves’ attorneys argue that the bond is 
excessive - under no conceivable scenario 
would Graves be able to contemplate posting 
that high of a bond - and unlawful, set as a 


his license and, with it, any ability to work as 
a cop elsewhere. Still unclear why he was 
being fired - the city of Austin fought Perez’s 
request for copies of Logan’s report for more 
than a year, until Attorney General Greg 
Abbott’s office stepped in, ordering the city 
to release the record - Perez chose to resign 
and keep his license. Until Abbott ordered 
the city to release the document this fall, 
Perez believed Logan’s report said only “nice 
things” about his religious beliefs, which is 
what he’d been told by APD supervisors, 
Howard said. 

Anne Morgan, the city’s chief litigator, told 
the Statesman that the city does not discrimi- 
nate based on religion and that Perez was 
fired for poor performance. But the contents 
of the report suggest that the city did use 
Perez’s religious beliefs, in violation of the 
First Amendment, as a means to force him 
out of his job - a scheme Howard suspects 
was undertaken because Perez (who worked 
as an engineer before entering the police 
academy at 41 years old and who was hon- 
ored with the Ernie Hinckle Humanitarian 
Award for compassion, integrity, and leader- 
ship by his fellow cadets) bucked the power 
system by refusing to comply with an unlawful 
- and unconstitutional - order to use exces- 
sive force on a suspect. “It is fair to say that 
we want to be safe in our communities,” 
Howard said. “We want [our] police officers to 
do their job and enforce the law, and [we] also 
want them to obey the law.” And that, he con- 
tinued, includes an “ethical and moral respon- 
sibility ... and a constitutional right to refuse” 
an unlawful order. -Jordan Smith 


means to keep him behind bars and “to make 
it appear as if he is guilty of the crime he is 
charged with, thus depriving him of the right 
to a fair trial.” Moreover, while Towslee-Corbett 
has instituted a sweeping gag order in the 
case - denying herself, the attorneys, and 
even Graves the right to speak out about the 
case (possibly in violation of state law) - 
Graves’ lawyers contend that her bond deci- 
sion was, in essence, a way to speak publicly 
about the case and, as such, is a violation of 
the gag order. 

“For the court to gag [Graves] and his advo- 
cates on the one hand, and to speak to the 
public by setting an outrageous bond on the 
other, violates Mr. Graves’ right to be judged 
fairly according to real evidence,” Graves’ 
attorneys wrote. A hearing on the defense 
motion is set for Jan. 22. - J.S.

Cracking Craddick's Calendar 


in the spirit of open government in the 
new year, House Speaker Tom Craddick 
could resolve to turn over a new leaf by mak- 
ing his 2007 political calendar available to 
the public. The chance of that happening is 
slim T but an open-book policy could save the 
speaker another legal go-around with Austin 
attorney Cris Feldman, who won a long- 
awaited ruling a couple of 
weeks ago concerning 
Craddick's 2003 calendar. 

Feldman had sued the speak- 
er after he refused to release 
his “outside” calendar for the 
period between January and 
June 2003, as the congres- 
sional redistricting showdown 
was playing out in the Legis- 
lature between the newly 
elected Republican majority 
and the quorum-breaking 
Democrats. Craddick has 
sought to keep a lid on his 
political calendar for those 
months and argued in legal 
filings that records of his 
activities outside of his offi- 
cial House duties are sepa- 
rately maintained by his campaign staff and 
should therefore remain private. 

' Though disclosure of official calendars is 
required under the Public Information Act, 
political calendars are private and are not 
required to be shared with political opponents** 
said Craddick's press secretary, Alexis 
DeLee. Lawyers with the attorney general’s 
office are representing Craddick in the case. 


Travis Co, District Judge Margaret Cooper 
gave Craddick until Jan. 12 to provide informa- 
tion to the court to determine whether the pri- 
vate calendar contains details about public 
business that would warrant their release under 
open-records laws. From the plaintiff’s perspec- 
tive, the calendar could shed more light on 
Craddick’s role in helping former U.S. Rep. Tom

Marfa: Ready for NPR?

With much hoopla, Marfa Public Radio launched last 
February, backed by a group of prominent Austinites, including 
Texas Monthly Editor Evan Smith and KUT general manager 
Stewart Vanderwilt. Newsman Dan Rather was on hand to 
ceremoniously flip the switch; the next day Willie Nelson 
played a benefit concert. For a crowning touch, The New York 
Times covered the events, focusing on the introduction of pub- 
lic radio to the remote region of West Texas. 

But just a few weeks after Marfa Public Radio started trans- 
mitting All Things Considered and other programs at low power, 
the signal was abruptly shut down when it was discovered that 
the station still didn’t have federal approval to broadcast. Ten 
months later, Marfa Public Radio remains off the air, available 
only through its Web site, as the Federal Communications 
Commission continues to review its application, including the 
premature broadcasts. 

Although the project began as a philanthropic effort to bring 
public radio to an underserved community, local radio veteran 
Robert Walker, president of Austin-based Matinee Radio 
LLC, now describes the Marfa experience as something of a 
nightmare. Matinee is spending hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to establish the station and plans to donate the signal to 
the nonprofit public radio entity. “It’s a purely altruistic endeav- 
or,” said Walker, a board member of KLRU-TV and the Austin 
Film Society. But the result, he says, has been two years of 
acrimony and FCC delays, capped by the continued focus in 
Marfa on the aborted launch. 

Matinee Radio won an auction for the Marfa signal in 2004, 
beating out several Marfa-based groups. Matinee Radio - which 
is technically not related to Matinee Media Corp., Walker’s 
media management and investment firm, although they share 
several common shareholders - agreed to pay $187,000 for 
the license. With little hope of making a commercial operation 
profitable in the sparsely populated area, Matinee decided to 
dedicate the signal to a public radio format and established 
Marfa Public Radio, a nonprofit group, to run the station. A 
board of directors was formed including Smith and Vanderwilt. 
(Smith recently left the Marfa board in order to join Matinee 
Media’s board.) Vanderwilt used KUT’s clout to arrange for dis- 
counted NPR programming, according to published reports. 
(Vanderwilt did not return a call seeking comment.) 

From the start, there were problems. In increasingly hip 
Marfa - where conflicts between longtime residents and the 
wealthy outsiders flocking to the area are common - some 


locals welcomed the station while others decried Matinee as 
carpetbaggers and questioned the group’s motives for buying 
the signal. Soon after winning the auction, Walker says, he 
began receiving anonymous threats, including an envelope 
full of human excrement with the greeting, “Congratulations 
on Marfa.” 

According to Walker, station management knew they didn’t 
have a construction permit, the formal authorization to begin 
broadcasting, when Rather participated in the launch ceremo- 
ny - the electrical switch was simply an empty junction box 
with a light bulb on top, meant to symbolize the commence- 
ment of station operations. Rather told the audience at the 
Willie Nelson concert that the station wasn’t going on the air 
that day. (Disclosure: The Austin Chronicle was a co-sponsor of 
the Willie Nelson benefit concert.) But a few days later, says 
Walker, after a series of e-mails from FCC representatives 
seemed to indicate that the station had cleared the last hur- 
dles in the licensing process - including approval from Mexico, 


a notoriously difficult procedure - Marfa staffers began mistak- 
enly broadcasting a low-power signal. 

Walker blames the premature broadcasts on a “miscommu- 
nication” and “a case of overenthusiasm” by station manage- 
ment in Marfa, who were under the impression that they had 
met all the FCC requirements, he said. “It was unintentional 
and not done in a malicious way.” 

Ten months later, Matinee still doesn’t have the construc- 
tion permit for its 100,000-watt transmitter. “We don’t know 
why” it’s taken so long after it appeared to be a done deal, 
Walker says. Fie believes the high-profile Dan Rather-Willie 
Nelson event may have played a role, although it’s also possi- 
ble the investigation of the broadcast violation slowed the pro- 
cess. “It’s probably part politics, part government inertia,” he 
said. (An FCC spokeswoman refused to comment or provide 
any information on the station’s application, saying only the 
case is still an “open proceeding.”) 

The FCC and Matinee are locked in another bureaucratic 
dispute over whether or not Matinee is eligible for a special 
discount on the purchase of the Marfa signal. Matinee 
claimed a 35% “new entrant bidding credit,” which was avail- 
able to bidders with no other ownership interests in stations. 
As of the filing deadline, Matinee didn’t own any other sta- 
tions. But according to FCC filings, four days after the dead- 
line, “a corporation comprised of Matinee interest holders” 
bought a station in Karnes City, Texas. The FCC has taken the 
position that Matinee should have amended its application 
and it is only eligible for a 25% discount, but Matinee contin- 
ues to dispute that. 

Also in limbo while the FCC continues its review process is 
a $476,000 grant for the station from the Department of 
Commerce’s Public Telecommunications Facilities Program, 
which was tied to the issuance of the construction permit. “I 
don’t know if we’re going to get it or not,” Walker said. 

Marfa Public Radio’s Web site says only that the station is 
off the air “while steel is being purchased and shipped for 
our new tower,” making no mention of the FCC issues. In an 
April interview with a reporter from an NPR newsletter, station 
manager Tom Michael cited a litany of woes building the 
tower but said “engineers will be working to bring the site to 
its full 100,000-watt power over the next couple of months.” 
(Michael declined to comment for this story, referring all 
questions to Walker.) 

Walker says the station is “ready to go,” pending FCC 
approval. Fie expects the premature broadcasting violation to 
be handled as a consent decree, an administrative procedure 
for concluding the issue. But he adds that the whole experi- 
ence, particularly the rancor in Marfa and the FCC delays, have 
soured him on the idea of developing more nonprofit enterpris- 
es. “We still believe [Marfa] is a good cause; it’s our little 
stepchild,” Walker said. “But it’s been a real challenge.” 



Sony CDs Busted by AG 

Just more than a year after filing suit against recording 
giant Sony BMG, Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott on 
Dec. 19 announced his office has reached a settlement with 
the company to provide restitution to consumers who bought 
certain Sony CDs containing a cloaked spyware program. 
“Texans deserve to be protected from harmful, hidden files 
that threaten their privacy or the integrity of their computer 
systems,” Abbott said in a press release. 

In November 2005, Abbott filed the first-ever suit under 
Texas’ newly enacted Consumer Protection Against 
Computer Spyware Act of 2005, alleging that in the course 
of trying to protect against copying of copyrighted music, Sony 
loaded cloaked files onto 52 of its CD music titles, leaving 
consumers vulnerable to hackers and identity thieves to 
whom the spyware offered easy access to consumers’ per- 
sonal information. A month later Abbott amended his suit, 
socking Sony with additional allegations that the company 
had violated the state’s Deceptive Trade Practices Act - 
including that the company misrepresented that its “goods or 
services are of a particular standard, quality, or grade,” when 
in fact they were not. 

The precedent-setting settlement prohibits Sony BMG from 


selling any CDs containing so-called “content protection” soft- 
ware (such as the cloaked MediaMax or XCP programs) and 
requires the company to destroy any existing CDs embedded 
with these programs, to work with retailers to withdraw from 
the marketplace any remaining embedded CDs, and to submit 
to “independent, third-party monitoring of any software- 
enhanced music CDs for the next five years,” according to an 
AG press release. In addition, consumers who unknowingly 
bought the CDs and had their computers and/or CD-ROM 
drives damaged by the discs may qualify for restitution. (Under 
the settlement, Sony will publish claim forms on its Web site, 
www.sonybmg.com.) Sony will also provide certain incentives - 
like free music downloads or gift cards - to consumers who 
agree to return the company spyware-enhanced CDs so that 
they can be destroyed. 

“Our first-in-the-nation action against Sony BMG shows that 
consumer privacy will be vigorously protected,” Abbott said. 

The settlement ensures that “harmful products” will be 
removed from the market “and sets best practices that we 
hope will lead to reforms across the industry,” he said. 

In other precedent-setting consumer-protection news, 
Abbott’s office earlier this month announced a settlement 
with Internet-based digital-phone provider Vonage Holdings 
Corp., against whom the AG took action in March 2005, 


claiming that the company failed to adequately disclose the 
fact that its service did not include immediate access to tra- 
ditional 911 emergency-number service. According to 
Abbott, Vonage (and other similar Voice-Over-Internet 
Protocol service providers) did not have access to the 911- 
database connection system, meaning that in an emergency, 
customers dialing 911 were routed to administrative num- 
bers, typically in operation only during regular business hours 
- a circumstance that Vonage failed to clearly disclose to its 
customers, Abbott alleged. 

On Dec. 14, Abbott announced a settlement with the com- 
pany, which requires the digital-phone provider to “properly 
inform” subscribers about “critical differences” between 911 
access via a traditional landline phone and its Internet-based 
phone service and about the need to register a physical 
address for the phone service since the VoIP service does 
not provide a caller’s physical location to the emergency- 
responder network. 

“During a moment of crisis, Texans expect to call 911 and 
receive emergency service,” Abbott said in a press release. 
“Today’s unprecedented agreement with Vonage ensures that 
millions of ... customers in Texas and across the country are 
adequately informed about their Internet-based phone service.”

Capitalists, Conservationists Say No to Dirty Coal

A big old Texas-sized showdown is taking 
shape over plans by various electric utilities, 
led by Dallas-based TXU, to build 16 old-style, 
coal-fired power plants, which threaten to 
push Austin’s marginal air quality into the red; 
keep Houston and Dallas in federal Clean Air 
Act violation; and obscenely add to Texas’ 
nation-leading emissions of climate-changing 
carbon dioxide and mercury, a neurotoxin 
linked to fetal damage, autism, and an array 
of adult ailments. The posse looking to kill 
the coal proposals continues to add Texans 
both mighty and meek, increasingly blurring 
partisan and cultural lines. Meanwhile, a cou- 
ple of credulous groups have lined up behind 
the coal cause. Observers anxiously await pro- 
coal Gov. Rick Perry’s pivotal replacement 
appointment to the ideologically split, three- 
member Texas Commission on Environ- 
mental Quality and look to 2007’s incoming 
Legislature to address the plant proposals, 
possibly slowing the TCEQ permitting process, 
which was sent stampeding by Perry’s fast- 
tracking executive order last fall. 

Battle lines were firmly drawn last Thursday 
in Austin at the State Office of Administrat- 
ive Hearings, where final requests for party 
status in upcoming contested case hearings 
for TXU’s 11 plants were taken up. A slew of 
opposition groups were given party status, as 
was a pro-plant group led by the mayors of 
five cities close to planned plants. (It was 
revealed that TXU had actually helped fund 
the group, known as Texans for Affordable 
and Reliable Power, and its founder, Fairfield 
Mayor Roy Hill, admitted to having family real 
estate dealings with the utility). The two-judge 
SOAH panel rejected calls from environmental 
groups to lift Perry’s fast-track order, based on 
due process issues and discrepancies over 
TXU’s nearly exclusive use of imported 
Wyoming Powder River Basin coal. They

also moved to consolidate contested case 
hearings for six TXU permits, further stream- 
lining an air pollution discourse that oppo- 
nents complain is already being rushed - 
though they admit that the ruling allows them 
to concentrate their efforts. 

Joining TARP is the Texas Association of 
Business, which has publicly backed all of 
the proposed coal plants and announced this 
week the launch of Texas Business for 
Clean, Affordable and Reliable Energy, “a 
coalition of businesses and individuals work- 
ing to ensure that Texans have reliable power 
that meets or exceeds environmental stan- 
dards.” Astute readers may recall that TAB 
was indicted last year for funneling more 
than $1 million in corporate cash into Tom 
DeLay’s 2002 redistricting boondoggle. 

Squaring off against the coal cowboys is an 
unlikely gang known as Texas Cities for 
Clean Air Coalition, which was granted party 
status in all hearings. TCCAC has allied envi- 
ronmental groups with rural locals, ranchers, 
business chiefs, and a deep-pocketed, galva- 
nized coalition of large and small local govern- 


ments. Led by Dallas Mayor Laura Miller, the 
group boasts 32 participating governments, 
each kicking in a $10,000 membership fee. 
Miller hopes to address the Texas Commis- 
sion on Environmental Quality’s “painfully 
flawed permitting process,” which fails to con- 
sider the plants’ cumulative impact, and 
undermines the costly State Implementa- 
tion Plan for air cleanup (think vehicle 
emissions testing). While some greener 
groups outrightly oppose coal, Miller says the 
TCACC “wants the proposed plants to burn as 
cleanly as possible,” - i.e., the Integrated 
Gasification Combined Cycle or bona fide 
clean-coal plants, proven to be up to 90% 
cleaner and able to capture C0 2 . 

In addition, the coal plants are seeing 
increasing push-back from business interests. 
Dallas oilman Albert Huddleston’s decision 
to partner with a Waco-area community group 
to file suit against TXU over its Oak Grove 
plant this month - arguing that the coal-burn- 
er doesn’t use the cleanest technology avail- 
able and promising to file similar suits for all 
of TXU’s plants - was an atypical union of 
right and left interests. Also this month, 

Texas Business for Clean Air was formed 
by real estate icon Trammell Crow, Container 
Store Chairman Garrett Boone, and Consum- 
er Club head David Litman. They’ve set up a 
PAC to lobby legislators to require the clean- 
est possible technology and to slow the TCEQ 
permitting process - and unlike many other 
opponents, they have very deep pockets. 
Echoing Miller, the group says increased pollu- 
tion could harm economic development. “We 
are not against TXU,” said Litman. “We are all 
for companies making money. But you’ve 
passed off some of your costs on the public 
in terms of dirty air, in terms of kids showing 
up at Children’s Hospital.” The group, 20 busi- 
ness leaders strong, also includes Central 
Market VP Stephen Butt, Mary Kay Inc.’s VP 


Dick Bartlett, and Dreamworks Animation 
Chairman Roger Enrico. 

Moreover, TXU’s own shareholders have 
filed three separate resolutions redressing its 
proposed coal plans. Five New York City pen- 
sion funds have asked the utility to formally 
speak to the plants’ carbon and mercury 
emissions amid growing public and regulatory 
pressure. Connecticut Treasurer Denise 
Nappier asked TXU to examine energy effi- 
ciency and conservation as alternatives to its 
massive coal build-out. And the Benedictine 
Sisters of Boerne, Texas, called for more 
attention to carbon dioxide and mercury 
reductions, as well as more focus on IGCC. 

Additionally, Rainforest Action Network - 
which campaigns for sustainable, socially 
responsible banking - sent letters to 54 
financial institutions this month, urging them 
to withhold financing from TXU because dirty 
coal plants aren’t good business. Union of 
Concerned Scientists energy analyst Jeff 
Deyette said in November that many large util- 
ities are choosing clean coal in anticipation of 
federal carbon legislation and are rewriting 
their business plans to profit from capturing 
carbon dioxide at plants. Texas is currently 
the nation’s No. 1 carbon dioxide emitter. TXU 
spokeswoman Kimberly Morgan said the utili- 
ty has made “no formal changes” to its plans 
and is “pursuing air permits as filed.” She 
touted TXU’s oft-repeated claim that its new 
pulverized-coal burners, set to replace some 
older units, will result in a 20% fleetwide 
reduction in emissions. Critics question that 
refrain and note that said cleanups would be 
federally mandated regardless, since TXU 
runs some of the nation’s most polluting 
plants. Responding to Miller’s qualms over 
the plants’ cumulative contribution to Big D’s 
dirty air, Morgan said, “It’s not fair for incom- 
ing industry to be penalized for a problem 
that already exists,” blaming pollution primari- 


ly on cars and trucks. As for IGCC clean-coal 
plants, more than 20 of which are proposed 
nationwide, Morgan said, “It’s not commercial- 
ly viable for the large-scale build-out that 
Texas requires,” adding that TXU is still work- 
ing to get performance guarantees for the lig- 
nite and PRB coal it plans to use. 

Rich Furman completed his MIT master’s 
thesis on IGCC coal plants 35 years ago. 
Having commercialized new power plants for 
numerous utilities throughout his career, he’s 
now come out of retirement to dispel doubts 
cast on IGCCs by utilities like TXU. “All of this 
technology is at hand and has been demon- 
strated at a very large scale,” Furman said, 
counting 24 IGCC permits nationwide. He 
cited a study by coal technology firm Rentech 
that demonstrated four IGCC technologies 
that work with the PRB coal TXU will use, say- 
ing more PRB coal has been gasified than any 
other type. He pointed to the Eastman Chem- 
ical Company’s proposed IGCC plant in 
Longview, which is based on the success of 
an IGCC plant the company has operated in 
Tennessee since 1984. Because IGCCs are 
typically built in 300-megawatt modules - 
often coupled together for large 1,000 mega- 
watt or more build-outs - they’re more reliable 
than large old-style plants, Furman said. He 
also noted how the carbon dioxide that the 
plants are able to capture could be pumped 
into Texas’ plentiful decommissioned or 
declining oil wells, to extract additional 
reserves. He cited a plant in North Dakota 
that captures carbon dioxide, piping and sell- 
ing it to Canadian oil drillers. 

Looking ahead, everyone participating in the 
coal debate is preparing for a busy new year. 
Of TXU’s pending permits, up for approval before 
those of other utilities, all but one is sched- 
uled for a SOAH contested case hearing, where 
individuals and groups with party status can 
testify, introduce expert witnesses, and present 
evidence - with judges saying yea or nay to 
permits, before handing off to the TCEQ com- 
missioners for final approval. TXU’s Oak Grove 
plant, whose initial draft permit was denied by 
SOAH judges, will go before the TCEQ Jan. 10. 
It is unclear whether Perry will have named a 
replacement commissioner by then. Environmental 
Defense’s Colin Rowan doubts that anyone 
appointed by Perry, “who has so enthusiasti- 
cally promote[d] the plants ... will be the 
immediate voice of reason at the TCEQ.” 

Rowan said ED will pursue a lawsuit filed 
in November against the TCEQ, claiming the 
commission ignores the Clean Air Act by fail- 
ing to require the best available technology 
(namely IGCC), failing to weigh cumulative 
impacts on areas in air-pollution violation, 
and failing to follow Texas legal procedures. 
Rowan called for “a sober and thoughtful 
look at Texas’ true energy needs and all the 
alternatives at our disposal,” including con- 
servation, renewable energy, natural gas, and 
clean coal. On the Christmas list of Tom 
“Smitty” Smith, director of nonprofit Public 
Citizen’s Austin office, was a Legislature- 
enacted coal moratorium, slowing down per- 
mitting to look at cleaner alternatives. 

Echoing concerns of legislators nationwide 
who are coming to grips with climate change 
- and perhaps alluding to Texas action - 
State Rep. Mark Strama told the Chronicle 
in November that “before we rush into these 
[coal] permits, we’ve got to look at our 
responsibility as global citizens [and] reduce 
global warming pollution.” - Daniel Mottola

LAS MANITAS: 

The City Steps Up 

What a difference a holiday makes. 

Staring down a Dec. 31 lease expiration - 
now extended by 30 days - the Enchilada 
Sisters Lydia and Cynthia Perez had been at an 
impasse in negotiations with their landlords, 
the Finley Co., and White Lodging Services, 
which intends to displace Las Manitas and 
develop the Downtown block on Congress 
Avenue (between Second and Third) as a $185 
million Marriott hotel complex. But last 
Thursday, Dec. 21, the city stepped forward 
with a proposed new program, the Congress 
Avenue Retail Retention and Enhancement 
Fund, which could break the deadlock by pro- 
viding a funding source to help Las Manitas 
Avenue Cafe stay on the avenue. 

While the Perez sisters had explored moving 
their restaurant into the historic building they 
own at Congress and Third, the associated mov- 
ing and building-renovation costs - likely to be in 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars - were pro- 
hibitive for the small Tex-Mex eatery. The new 
Congress Avenue fund could help them cover 
those costs, Mayor Wynn indicated; joining him 


in his proposal were Council Members Mike 
Martinez and Betty Dunkerley. The fund would 
be bankrolled by standard fees that Congress 
Avenue developers will be paying the city (for 
things like closing alleys, temporary sidewalk 
closures, or even maintaining construction barri- 
cades), which could total more than a million 
dollars in a year. Significantly, White Lodging 
wants the right to build over the alley on that 
block - and that land belongs to the city. The 
value of that alley alone, and the air rights to 
build over it, could provide the meal ticket to 
help Las Manitas, as well as its neighbors Escuelita 
del Alma and Tesoros Trading Company. 

Attorney Amon Burton, now representing 
Las Manitas in its negotiations, called this “a 
major step in maybe resolving the impasse.” 
While many details remain to be worked out 
- council won’t formally consider the proposal 
before its next meeting, Jan. 1 1 - the intention 
is for the fund to help a diverse mix of busi- 
nesses stay on Congress, including minority- 
owned and women-owned small businesses 
like Las Manitas and Escuelita. The fund, in 
theory, would bolster other city efforts to 
increase storefront retail along Congress and to 
make it affordable for local entrepreneurs. 
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ESCUELITA DEL ALMA: 

No Room at the Marriott 

Can the new Congress Avenue fund 
help the Spanish-immersion child-care 
center, too? That’s only one of the 
details to be worked out later. 

As of last week, Escuelita del ^ 

Alma had abandoned all hopes of 
staying in its existing building on 
Congress. It has retained Southwest | 

Strategies Group to find a new space 
and real estate attorney Steve 
Drenner to negotiate a lease extension - hopefully through 
August. SSG principal John Rosato is known for community- ori- 


ented projects, including Penn Field and the 
Seaholm Power Plant redevelopment. 

While Escuelita would love to stay Downtown, “It’s 
proven harder than we might have guessed six months 
ago,” said parent Jim Walker, due to sky-high prices. 
In the past, said Walker, White Lodging had insisted 
that any promises to extend Escuelita’s lease would 
become null and void if its hotel permit application 
was denied at City Hall - a condition unacceptable to 
Escuelita and parents, as it provided no security for 
families through the school year. “Escuelita del Alma’s 
obvious preference is to purchase space, but a long- 
term lease will also be considered,” Rosato said. “We 
fully expect the Finley family and White Lodging will give Escuelita 
del Alma a reasonable amount of time to find a new location.” 


DOWNTOWN AUSTIN PLAN: 

Mapping the Future 

The city still hasn’t finalized its contract 
with ROMA Design Group to do the new 
Downtown Austin Plan, but ROMA hopes to 
have the paperwork signed and begin dig- 
ging into the planning work by mid-January. 

To date, they’ve just looked at introducing 
commuter rail to Downtown and along 
Fourth Street, according to ROMA principal 
Jim Adams and Jim Robertson with the 
city’s Urban Design Division. The intent is for the Downtown Austin 
Plan to create a clear policy direction for how Downtown should 
develop in the years to come and define desired changes in the land 
development code, leading to codification by ordinance of the city’s 
best intentions for urban planning. 

ROMA had not yet studied the Downtown Sites & Development 
Potential map prepared by the Downtown Commission. That 
map of all potentially available development sites in the Central 


Business District indicated that with 
current zoning, height, and view corri- 
dor restrictions, not enough sites are 
available to reach the mayor’s stated 
goal of housing 20,000 more people 
Downtown over the next 10 years. 
According to Commissioner Robert 
Knight, the map and study were “warm- 
ly received” by council when presented 
in early fall. Council asked the 
Downtown Commission to follow up 
with a “cost-benefit analysis” of the 
individual view corridors (which limit building heights when they 
would interfere with views of the state Capitol). For example, said 
Knight: Preserving the view straight down Congress Avenue 
“costs” less in lost development opportunities than preserving 
the Capitol view from the upper deck of 1-35 (which may eventu- 
ally be torn down). That study should be completed within the 
next six months, said Knight, along with a look at how Downtown 
can best transition into East Austin. 



MUELLER TOWN: Liftoff 

Until New Year’s Day, an evening drive down 
Manor Road past the new Mueller neighborhood is 
brightened by the “NOEL’ display on the old air- 
port’s traffic-control tower. A favorite of decades 
past, the holiday lighting was brought back at the 
request of surrounding neighborhoods. 

In 2007, Mueller will become 3-D. The facade is 
already going up on the shopping center fronting I- 
35 at 5 1st, for which both local and national retailers 
are signing leases. Dell 
Children’s Medical Center 
will open in the summer, 
as will a pediatrics medi- 
cal office building. And 
with many new trees tak- 
ing root, the northwest 
Mueller Greenway will 
open for public recreation 
in early 2007, with a hike- 
and-bike trail, a playscape, 
and other amenities. 

Austinites interested in 2 
moving to Mueller can i 
begin getting residen- 1 
tial information in the | 
first quarter of 2007. ° 

Construction of the first single-family homes is 
scheduled to begin next summer; the first Muellerites 
could be hanging curtains and planting posies by 
year’s end. Mueller Central, an information and 
home-leasing/sales center, is completing construc- 
tion; developer Catellus is still seeking an adaptive 
reuse for the neighboring Browning Hangar. (Anybody 
have a project so big it needs an airplane hangar?)

REPUBLIC SQUARE PROJECTS: Slow Simmering 

Gradual, behind-the-scenes progress has been made since August on the 
three major Downtown projects slated for three sides of Republic Square Park: 
redevelopment of the post office site, a new Austin Museum of Art, and a new 
federal courthouse. 

The U.S. Postal Service and its redevelopment team of Novare Group/ 
Andrews Urban have high-rise hopes for the site of the existing Downtown post 
office, a prime block on Guadalupe, between Fifth and Sixth. “We’re making 
very good progress,” said Taylor Andrews, principal of Andrews Urban LLC. 
Plans are for a brand-new post office to get built across the street (on the block 
immediately west) as part of a mixed-use tower. Once the new post office 
opens, the current USPS site will be freed up for - yet another Downtown 
mixed-use tower. Mayor Wynn must be smiling every time he licks a stamp. 

In August, AMOA had announced a front-runner partner for a new museum- 
cum-condos project: 
local developer T. Stacy 
& Associates teamed 
with New York architect 
Pelli Clarke Pelli. But 
while AMOA had hoped 
the new museum would 
be rolling forward by 
now, nothing has yet 
come to fruition for the 
block they own facing 
Republic Square across 
Fourth Street. “We are in 
the process of negotiat- 
ing a partnership plan 
for a mixed-use develop- 
ment, but due to a strict 
confidentiality agree- 
ment, we are not able to 
discuss anything until a formal announcement can be made,” said AMOA 
Executive Director Dana Friis-Hansen. He could not confirm whether Stacy was 
still the museum’s development partner of choice. 

The new federal courthouse is essentially designed, although construction 
by the General Services Administration may be held up until 2008, due to 
delays in federal funding. While handsome new, more traditional federal court- 
houses are being built in other cities, the latest renderings show Austin getting 
stark, neo-brutalist architecture. The architect is Atlanta firm Mack Scogin 
Merrill Elam, with local input from Larry Speck of Page Southerland Page. With 
its raw concrete and massive blocky forms, the building appears in renderings 
to be unfriendly, cold, and inhuman in scale. Did no one in Atlanta get the e- 
mail that here in Austin, most folks like architecture to have a Texas-friendly 
regional sensibility? 

REPUBLIC SQUARE: Trash Cans, Ahoy! 

On Dec. 6, the nationally respected Project for Public Spaces facilitated a 
workshop with more than 55 stakeholders interested in the future of Republic 
Square. Participants focused on how the park should best interface with the 
future courthouse (to include a plaza and other outdoor public areas) and the 
planned closure of San Antonio Street between Fourth and Fifth. PPS was 
brought in by the GSA’s Good Neighbor program; their report with recommen- 
dations is due in January, but the likelihood of GSA funding to implement 
improvements to the park itself remains iffy. 

Meanwhile, the Republic Square Partners, an ongoing local stakeholder 
group that works with the Austin Parks Foundation and the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Department, will meet Jan. 10 to address short-term needs; they’re 
asking for GSA’s ongoing involvement with longer-term planning. In addition 
to more seating, trash cans, signage, and irrigation improvements, a major 
concern is protecting the health of the square’s historic Auction Oaks (under 
which parcels of land were auctioned off to help fund the new Republic of 
Texas). According to Earl Broussard, principal of landscape-architecture firm 
TBG Partners, this involves removing the berms (funny earth lumps) in the 
park. Broussard said he’s putting together a restoration plan and helping with 
a fundraising plan to finance it. The city’s 99-year lease on the state-owned 
Republic Square land runs out in a few more years, which could bring further 
changes in the park’s future. 

The Austin Parks Foundation raised about $800 to buy new park furniture 
and trash cans by organizing a raffle, selling chances to take the first crack at 
the despised Intel structure, currently on the courthouse site; congrats to win- 
ner Michael McGill. Don’t miss the demolition party early in the new year! 



CONSERVATION DEVELOPMENT: 

Good Guys, Please Apply! 

On Dec. 19, Travis County commissioners approved 
a new “conservation development” ordinance that pro- 
vides incentives for landowners to develop rural land in 
a manner that permanently protects 50% of it as open 
space in perpetuity (see “Save as We Pave?,” Oct. 20). 
Also approved was a Conservation Development Design 
Manual that gives developers a step-by-step guide to 
meeting program requirements. Both the ordinance 
and the design manual are online at www.co.travis.tx.us/tnr, 
“It’s done; now we’ll see if anyone salutes,” said the 
county’s Joe Gieselman of the voluntary program. In 
discussions with the county about becoming the first 
landowners to do a “demo” conservation development 
under the ordinance is Robert Huthnance, president of 



Frost Bank and an outgoing board member of the 
Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce. 


RIVERSIDE CONDOS: Bad Faith 

In response to community objections to its site plan 
for a residential tower at 222/300 E. Riverside, devel- 
oper CWS Capital Partners has submitted a new site 
plan - to make the project worse. 

Those familiar with the negotiating tactics com- 
monly used by CWS’ agent, attorney Richard Suttle, 
regard the move as a ploy to create more “bargaining 
room” to get what the developer ultimately wants - 
variances to build closer to Town Lake and East 
Bouldin Creek than city code currently allows. 
Preventing the developer from building on protected 
waterfront land has been the primary concern of neigh- 
borhood associations. Suttle did not respond to the 
Chronicle’s invitation to comment. 

City reviewer Javier Delgado, who had given the new 
site plan a quick once-over, said the major changes were 
to the building on the 300 E. Riverside site and appeared 
to be: 1) It was moved significantly closer to Bouldin 
Creek; 2) the footprint of the tallest, 200-foot (17-story) 
tower was enlarged by about 5,000 square feet; 3) the 
building was increased from 352 to 450 units; and 4) 
heights of other project elements are no longer stepped- 
down to comply with neighborhood compatibility require- 
ments. The buildings are still shown within 80 feet of 
Town Lake; city code requires a setback of 200 feet. 

Delgado was told the developer had changed the site 
plan “to reflect some input they received from the 
neighborhood.” The co-president of South River City 



Citizens, Danette Chimenti: “The new site plans sub- 
mitted are even further out of compliance with the city 
land-development code and, therefore, are less accept- 
able to the neighborhood.” 

A recommendation on the variance requests from 
the Parks Board (which then passes the matter to the 
Planning Commission for a decision) was delayed to 
give the developer more time to address neighborhood 
concerns. But Chimenti said, “Unfortunately, this is a 
step backward for any potential negotiations with the 
neighborhood. It indicates that the developer is not 
really negotiating in good faith.” A group organized to 
protect Town Lake waterfront land, Save Town Lake, is 
holding a Jan. 6 benefit concert at Antone’s featuring 
the Flatlanders and Jimmy LaFave; for updates and 
tickets, visit www.savetownlake.org.

Not Yet Sealed Up 

The city’s toolbox to prevent another 
Northcross Wal-Mart debacle may 
soon improve - although 
the hammer isn’t yet in 
place. On Dec. 14, City g 
Council unanimously o 
approved, on first read- | 
ing, a new city Big Box ° 

Ordinance, which 

would require increased public notification, input, and 
study before a retail store of more than 100,000 square 
feet can be built in Austin. The size limitation rose from 
50,000 square feet at Planning Commission, and more 
amendments appear likely, on second and third read- 
ings, before council adopts the ordinance. Advocates 
fear that developers and the Real Estate Council of 
Austin may do some serious arm-twisting to weaken the 
ordinance before council reconvenes in January. RECA 
Executive Director Janice Cartwright said the group’s 
members are concerned that conditional-use permit 


hearings could turn into popularity con- 
tests on individual users, such as Wal- 
Mart. (Radical suggestion to retailers: If 
you wish a warm welcome in Austin, prac- 
tice excellent corporate 
social responsibility.) 
One possible amend- 
ment being explored by 
Council Member Lee 
Leffingwell would 
streamline the develop- 
er’s approval process 
when zoning variances or changes are also needed for 
a project; allowing a single public hearing for all issues 
is being considered. Council Members Mike Martinez 
and Betty Dunkerley have discussed exempting certain 
areas from the ordinance. Sensibly, this might be a 
short list of major intersections of major highways, in 
areas identified by Envision Central Texas as desirable 
for such development. Ominously, the exempted areas 
could be any land along highways, which would essen- 
tially gut the ordinance. Have we seen this before?

Austin Chronicle: How would you define yourself within the con- 
text of Austin theatre? 

Lee Eddy: The tall girl that gets “You have such an expressive 
face” after every show? I have stuck my finger in almost every 
pie in the Austin Theatre Scene Bake Sale. But when you’re in 
the heart of the metaphoric forest, it’s kind of difficult to tell 
which tree you most resemble. So I guess I’m the tall girl that 
lives in a forest of theatre trees that have annual bake sales. 
And I answer difficult questions with metaphors. 

Robin Lewis: I am a relative newcomer to the scene, which is 
humbling. There are so many great artistic visionaries in this 
town. It’s been an honor to share what I’ve gleaned from my 
years of work on Broadway. 

Adam Sultan: I started composing music for Austin theatre 
about 10 years ago and have maintained a tenuous position in 
the scene ever since. I’m typically cast as “the guy who comes 
onstage with a guitar and sings a song.” 

AC: What do you hope to accomplish in 2007? 

Eddy: World domination? That might be aiming too high ... 
regional domination? I’m really hungry to do something that is 
outside of my normal boundaries - something that won’t let me 
rely on a well-nourished bag of tricks. 

Lewis: I hope to have the great fortune to continue a wonderful 
creative partnership with Dave Steakley. I hope that TexARTS 
gives back to this community as much as the community has 
given us. 

Sultan: I’m most interested in recording and touring my band, 
Mistress Stephanie and Her Melodic Cat. If our New Year’s 
show is any success, I’d like to continue producing collaborative 
multimedia events. Or at least throw more big parties. 

AC: What do you hope to see/hear on an Austin stage in 2007? 
Eddy: I cannot wait for the Salvage Vanguard theatre to open, 
Jenny Larson directing Abi Basch’s Voices Underwater, those 
Rubber Rep boys and whatever they have up their Cri sco-greased

AUSTIN LYRIC OPERA: Fat lady sings 
for artistic/managing director split 

The final weeks of 2006 signaled big changes for 
Austin Lyric Opera in the coming year. On Dec. 12, 

Richard Buckley announced his resignation as artistic 
director when his contract expires next June. Then a 
week later, Tamara Hale, his administrative counterpart in 
the leadership of the company, announced that she’ll be 
resigning as managing director when her contract with 
ALO is up the same month. The two have been running 
the company since the ALO board ousted co-founder and 
longtime general manager Joe McClain in October 2002. 
So what does it mean that both will be departing at the 
same time? Well, it means that the board wants to ring 
out the old and ring in ... the older. 

For some months, a board task force has been study- 
ing the management structure of the organization, weigh- 
ing the merits of an artistic director/managing director 
team against a single general director. Seems the former 
is relatively rare among American opera companies the 
size of ALO: Only three companies are led by a split- 
responsibility team as opposed to 18 run by a solo direc- 
tor. And no less than an authority than Marc Scorca, pres- 
ident of the service organization Opera America for the 
past 16 years, strongly recommended that ALO revise its 
management structure. So on Dec. 19, that’s just what 
the board voted to do. It’s returning to the structure that 
was in place before 2003 and will hire a general director 
to succeed Buckley and Hale. 

Board Chair Steve Davis explained that there are more 
benefits to be had from a single person in the top spot, 
“having somebody who is the face of the opera.” And as 
the company moves into a new era with the opening of 
the Long Center in March 2008, that’s what the board 
would like to see. “We want a person who is a tireless 
advocate for the opera and who carries the artistic man- 
tle” along with the mana- 
gerial responsibilities, 

Davis says. For the new 
director to be leading ALO 
for its first full season in 
the Long Center the follow- 
ing fall, this is the time to 
make that move. 

So a new task force has 
been formed, one charged 
with deciding the type of 
person the opera wants to 
fill that position and 
whether to hire an execu- 
tive search firm to find 
that individual. “July 1 is 
our solid target for having 
this person on board,” 
says Davis, and with most companies winding up their 
seasons in early spring, he considers this “prime time to 
be searching for a new manager.” As to what kind of per- 
son ALO might hire: Don’t expect another conductor or 
even a stage director such as McClain. Davis suggested 
that the board favors more of a producer whose atten- 
tions wouldn’t be divided or managerial allegiances com- 
promised by artistic involvement in a production. While 
the new director won’t get the plum of choosing the first 
show ALO performs in the Long Center - long lead times 
of the opera world being what they are, that decision was 
made some time ago - he or she will get to program the 
2008-2009 season. 

It should be noted that this new director will inherit an 
opera company that expanded its endowment from 
$700,000 to $3.2 million and saw annual fund-giving 
increase 21% under Hale’s stewardship and that hosted 
the American premiere of a major new work by Philip 
Glass ( Waiting for the Barbarians, coming in January) 
thanks to Buckley’s artistic leadership. Their contribu- 
tions have helped keep Austin Lyric Opera in the fore- 
front of American regional companies. And maestro 
Buckley’s contributions won’t end in June: The board has 
voted to retain him as principal conductor for ALO’s 
2007-2008 season. - Robert Faires

Fireworks rule, parades with kids and bikes rule, giant art ...

Dec. 31 will see fireworks over Town Lake 
and a Grand Procession down Congress. 

Pyrotechnics and parades give us a chance 
to fully utilize our public spaces and active- 
ly express our shared values. Austin values 
include: Costumes rule, bikes rule, afterschool 
programs rule, group art activities rule, and so 
does our unique regional musical diversity. 

All that comes together in First Night Austin, 
a celebration of art on the final day of the year 
that also celebrates our desire to make arts and 
crafts, look at people, and gather as a broad 
community. Last year’s debut of First Night 
drew more than 100,000 people to Downtown 
on New Year’s Eve. For the second year, the 
footprint of the festival has been scaled down 
a little to cover Congress south of Sixth Street, 
the 2nd Street District, City Hall, the First 
Street Bridge, and Auditorium Shores. 

Projects to look for this year: The LCRA com- 
missioned Johnny Walker, creator of last year’s 
popular Floating Dragon, to create an artwork 
called Water Works. Water scooped from the 
river will be used in thousands of luminaries 
placed on the lawn. The Alamo Drafthouse 
will bring its large-format cinema and excellent 
programming to the First Street Bridge. The 
Central Texas Mountaineers will again scale the 
Radisson Hotel but this time with the dancers 
of Blue Lapis Light, fresh from their acclaimed Intel building sensation, Requiem. 

Video artist Luke Savisky has been commissioned to create a piece called The “I” of TX, to be 
projected on the Second Street water tower. Using a high-powered projector, Savisky will operate 
a live camera feed at San Antonio Street. Volunteers will sit at the camera and have their eyeball 
portrayed up on the water tower for all to see. Savisky is able to highlight a key architectural ele- 
ment - a water tower - and transform it with video. It’s great to see this big festival support his 
installation work. 

The Hip Hop Block Party has a different tone altogether. In front of Bank of America (515 
Congress) the four elements of hip-hop will be experienced: Wild-style graffiti will be painted in 
bright colors by Nathan Nordstrom, B-Boy City (Romeo Navarro and friends) will breakdance 
battle, DJs will scratch records, and MCs will be present. The MCs will be members of the Austin 
Poetry Slam team. I can’t prove it, but just watching breakdancing makes you lose weight and 
feel younger. While some art projects are subtle or quietly pretty, this area will be vigorous and 
high-energy. 

But those are all evening activities, and a key component of First Night is being family-friendly. 
To get a family perspective on the event, I interviewed Anne Elizabeth Wynn and her two charm- 
ing daughters, Larkin and Kyrie.

Austin Chronicle: Where will you watch the 
Grand Procession? 

Anne Elizabeth Wynn: I’ll watch the Grand 
Procession somewhere near the turn from Con- 
gress Avenue onto Cesar Chavez. Everything 
kind of piles up, and the crowd has started to 
spill into the back of the Procession by then.

AC: What is a highlight from last year’s festival 
that you thought about throughout the year?

Having a family that actively 
supports the festival and 
other philanthropic endeav- 
ors, her closing statement 
is a credit to her mother, 
who swore no coaching was 
involved. Larkin added, 
“First Night is a cool pro- 
gram to raise money for 
artists, and it’s a really cool 
thing.” Kyrie, age 8, said 
her favorite part of First 
Night Austin was “making 
things.” Kids can tell when 
things are really intended 
for them. With so many cre- 
ative parents in Austin, it’s 
a given that there are many future artists in our 
midst. Group art activities like the ones offered 
at this event encourage creativity at all levels. 

The new staff of First Night has done a ter- 
rific job of matching venues with artists and 
business sponsors. The number of returning 
artists from last year is a substantial indicator 
of satisfaction with the festival. The businesses, 
artists, and individuals who sponsor this event 
are supporting a vital Downtown, where lob- 
bies and courtyards are filled with smiling 
families. Tune in Austin; it’s time for a family 
parade, feats of artistic daring, and a celebra- 
tion of our city.

Austin Art Seen, circa 1961 reexamines the Modernist movement 
in Texas art, the art form that gained popularity during the time 
AMOA-Laguna Gloria (formerly Laguna Gloria Art Museum) was 
chartered. Modernism was slow to develop in Texas, which was 
firmly tied to a naturalistic painting style rooted in regionalism 
for the first half of the century. However, several of the seventeen 
local artists included in this exhibition brought Texas Modernism 
to national attention in the latter half of the century. Each of 
these featured artists exhibited widely during their careers, 
many times at Laguna Gloria, and all had connections with the 
growing art department of The University of Texas. Created 
roughly between 1946 and 1969, many of the works included 
in this exhibition were first exhibited at Laguna Gloria.

NEW STORIES FROM THE SOUTH: 
2006 -THE YEAR'S BEST 

edited by Allan Gurganus 
Algonguin, 342 pp., $14.95 (paper) 

Introductions to 
books are typically 
utilitarian. The worst 
of them are passion- 
less descriptions of 
what lies beyond the 
roman-numbered 
pages. The best ... 
is there such a 
thing? If so, Allan 
Gurganus’ (Oldest 
Living Confederate 
Widow Tells All) intro- 
ductory essay for the 
2006 volume in the 
New Stories From the South is surely an exam- 
ple of such: a piece that stands solidly on its 
own while inviting - no, imploring - readers to 
read what he’s collected. In “The Rebellion 
Continues, at Least in the Southern Short 
Story; Battle Notes While Choosing 2006’s 
New Stories From the South,” Gurganus not 
only delivers a declaration on the supremacy 
of arts and letters from the South (along with 
a double-dog-dare to prove him wrong) but 
expands his discussion to ask why fiction 
matters. “Surely,” he writes, “we should 
expect our literature to do a bit more than dis- 
tract us from our desperate age. The best sto- 
ries I read this year hold in common a singu- 
lar (and therefore various) sense of voice.” 

The anticipation is thick. 


And, then, we get to the 20 stories. They are 
largely forgettable, with a few notable excep- 
tions: Nanci Kincaid’s “The Currency of Love” 
(from Epoch), William Harrison’s “Money 
Whipped” (from The Texas Review), and Kevin 
Wilson’s miraculous “Tunneling to the Center of 
the Earth” (from The Frostproof Review) are 
rewarding. Wilson’s story of a young man keep- 
ing real life at bay by digging a hole to China sin- 
gularly lives up to Gurganus’ proclamation that 
he has found work worth celebrating. Each story 
includes a bio (with photo) of the author, fol- 
lowed by an authorial statement on how the 
story came to be. If photos and surnames are 
any indication, the cultural diversity of the South 
Gurganus celebrates in his essay is largely 
absent. For those of us who can’t help but notic- 
ing, this is a familiar disappointment. For those 
who never give it a thought, there’s at least one 
story that will please. If not, our intrepid editor’s 
treatise will inspire. - Belinda Acosta 

THE INFILTRATOR: 

MY UNDERCOVER EXPLOITS IN 
RIGHT-WING AMERICA

San Francisco-based journo Harmon Leon 
makes it his business to go where others only 
dream, or fear, to tread; that is, to the 
(in)famous XXX Church’s “Porn Sunday,” for 
example, or to a hot and dusty corner of the 
Arizona desert to spend some time trolling for 
illegals with the Minutemen. Leon has cata- 
loged these journeys in his third book, The 
Infiltrator: My Undercover Exploits in Right- 


Wing America, a fast- 
paced read where 
gonzo journalism 
meets Onion-e sque 
satire - not unlike 
David Foster Wallace, 
but, thankfully, far less 
dense and chewy. The 
beautiful thing about 
Leon’s brand of infil- 
tration journalism is 
its accessibility - man- 
on-th e-street prose, 
but pregnant with 
quick wit - that allows the reader to actually 
imagine being there, doing that. On the set of 
the “cool Christian” public access TV talk 
show, Miracles Happen, riffing about your 
(totally made up, but convincingly described) 
Christian speed-metal band, Pray-er; hanging 
around a North Hollywood porn movie set, 
eating greasy-ass fried chicken and watching 
sweaty men direct the action while waiting for 
your walk-on; or attending an abstinence con- 
ference to learn how to be a “teen abstinence 
educator.” In short, The Infiltrator offers a 
taste of what life is like when you have the 
balls to act like you belong wherever, or to 
whatever, you choose. - Jordan Smith 

THE HOUSE THAT TRANE BUILT: 
THE STORY OF IMPULSE RECORDS 

by Ashley Kahn 
Norton, 324 pp., $29.95 

Impulse Records was the one jazz label 
that best reflected the social, political, and 


cultural turbulence of the 1960s as well as 
the spiritual awareness of the era. With their 
distinctive orange-and-black gatefold album 
covers and the financial backing of its parent 
company, ABC Records, to afford first-rate pro- 
duction values, Impulse set the standard for 
jazz aesthetic excellence. A roster that includ- 
ed saxophonists John Coltrane, Archie Shepp, 
Albert Ayler, and Pharoah Sanders, made it 
the home of the music’s ferocious avant- 
garde. The 1960s was also a time when the 
most important jazz pio- 
neers were still alive, 
and Impulse recorded 
the likes of Duke 
Ellington, Count Basie, 

Coleman Hawkins, and 
Earl “Fatha” Hines. In 
marking the 45th anni- 
versary of Impulse 
Records, writer Ashley 
Kahn has admirably 
documented the eclec- 
tic label’s rise and fall 
from the early Sixties 
through the late Seventies. Coltrane was by 
far the most important artist, and his music 
forged the identity of the label. That and his 
relationship with producer Bob Thiele provide 
the book’s focal point. Kahn gets substantial 
input and perspective from many on the 
label’s roster, as well as producers and execu- 
tives. Reams of useful documentation and a 
complete 1961-77 Impulse discography make 
this a particularly worthy addition to any jazz 
library. - Jay Trachtenberg

The Paramount’s 
90th birthday party shut down Congress 
Avenue with seemingly miles of tents where 
dinner was served - a fitting display to honor 
another of Austin’s treasures. At the same 
time was the always-marvelous Arthouse 
5x7 event (I think of it as the “art brawl”), 
and many of Austin’s arts supporters mingled 
back and forth between the Paramount and 
the Arthouse. Among the other parties, 
Anthony Nak’s Rock and Rocks party was

Why Whip In Rules 


Since 1986, the Topiwala family’s Whip In (1950 S. 1-35) has been a 
closely held secret treasured by the local Travis Heights neighborhood. 
During the past 20 years, the Topiwala family has steadily transformed 
the place from a simple convenience store into so much more. 

“My Dad bought this place as a convenience store,” Dipak Topiwala 
says. “When he got it, it was gas in the front, beer and soft drinks 
inside, and porn behind the counter. We figured out the gas wasn’t 
doing any good, so my dad replaced it with the best beer he could 
find. That went over like a tidal wave.” 

Choosing good beer over gas has been a blessing. People in the 
area started to gravitate toward the special selection (now up to 760 
brands), and a whole new clientele developed. When the Topiwalas 
saw their beer sales going up, they decided the neighborhood might be 
interested in wine, as well. 

Dipak started buying wines that interested him. Instead of relying 
on the commonplace, multimillion case wines, he decided to go 
searching for more obscure wines. He reasoned that if customers 
were interested in out-of-the-ord inary beers, they’d be interested in 
unusual wines. For example, he now has what is probably the largest 
collection of torrontes (a wonderful aromatic wine from Argentina) in 
the city. Dipak also carries about 50 zinfandels, including some real 
off-the-wall brands. 

They’re not forgetting their roots. “We always try to keep easy drink- 
ing wines at between $4.99 and $5.99 a bottle,” Dipak says. “They 
are great wines for everyday drinking; not complex, but just good wines 
for the end of a day sipping.” They are also bringing in a number of 
other wines, more than a thousand altogether. While that doesn’t 
come close to Grape Vine Market or Central Market, Whip In’s invento- 
ry is picked for value.

Two examples: The LaVis line from Italy features unoaked, unfined, 
and unfiltered wine using grapes you don’t hear about every day (a lit- 
tle lagrein perhaps, or how about Muller Thurgau?), both $12.99. 

Since adding wine, Whip In has become a big supporter of local 
mom-and-pop food organizations. They carry Live Oak beer in kegs, 
Empanadas la Boca, White Mountain Foods, and several more. They 
also carry a large selection of vegetarian dishes, organic meat and 
produce, exotic sauces, and, coming soon, they’ll offer beer and wine 
by the glass along with light vegetarian Indian food. 

Most important is the South Austin vibe. The place feels both 
sophisticated and weird, luxurious and economical. The secret is out. 
Whip In is definitely worth a visit. - Wes Marshall 


Wine Shopping at Chevron 

They’re called convenience stores for a rea- 
son: They’re convenient for grabbing a snack 
and a drink while you’re filling up your car and 
on the go. Speed is the goal here. If your needs 
extend beyond petrol alone, 
you want to get your stuff 
and be on your way. Mostly 
we want beverages at these 
ice houses (as I came to 
know them in San Antonio), 
so the back wall is typically 
a row of refrigerators 
stocked with dozens of vari- 
eties of waters, sodas, teas, 
juices, and the like. And 
beer. Lots of beer, although 
the quality and selection of 
suds varies dramatically 
from shop to shop. You can 
usually find wine, too, but 
you have to be in a rather 
desperate state to find a 
bottle you can purchase 
without embarrassment. 

True story: I was gazing at 
the low-rent wine selection 
at an ice house in San 
Antonio when a toothless 
homeless guy walked in 
purposefully and pulled a 
bottle off the shelf. He 
turned to me, brandished 
the wine, and claimed, “You’re lookin’ for a 
good wine? This is it.” Since he was obviously 
an expert on the subject, I took his advice and 


followed suit. It was my first taste of MD 
20/20. It’s this and other experiences of the 
like that left me completely unprepared for the 
Lake Austin Chevron convenience store (2402 
Lake Austin Blvd.). Situated across the street 
from the Deep Eddy Cabaret, the back right cor- 
ner of the store is a 
gem of a bona fide 
wine shop with a wide 
selection of thoughtfully 
chosen wines from the 
U.S., France, Chile, 
Argentina, Spain, and 
Italy. You can pick up a 
bottle of bubbly 
Taittinger and make a 
grand entrance at a 
fancy soiree, or you can 
grab some port for 
after-dinner-party sip- 
ping. You’ll find reliable 
labels (Coppola, 
Blackstone, etc.) and 
some varietals that we 
weren’t familiar with, 
such as El Miracle 120, 
a blend of tempranillo 
and shiraz from Valencia 
recommended by the 
clerk, who clearly knew 
his wines. It was only 
the second time I got 
wine advice at an ice 
house, but the first time 
I didn’t exit giggling with my purchase tucked 
under my arm in an anonymous brown bag.

Gallo Family Vineyards 
Gold Medal Awards 

The Gallo family has been one of the 
mainstays of the California wine indus- 
try for three generations, and they have 
a longstanding appreciation for the 
craftsmanship developed over time in a 
family business. They developed the 
Gallo Family Vineyards Gold Medal 
Awards program in 2006 to recognize 
and promote American artisanal food 
producers in a variety of categories. 
Winners of the second annual Gold 
Medal Awards will each receive a 
$5,000 business development grant, a 
trip to New York for the awards ceremo- 
ny, and “seals of excellence” to display 
on their winning products as a symbol 
of quality. Entries will be accepted 
through Feb. 28, 2007, and will be 
judged in a blind tasting by a panel of 
distinguished industry professionals. 
Product categories are: Bread & Baked 
Goods, Dairy, Meat & Charcuterie, Fish

F00D-0-FILE

We all have our own resolutions for the 
new year, but here are some things I’d like 
to see happen around town and elsewhere 
in 2007. 

1) Completion of the newest Threadgill’s 
outlet and Eddie Wilson’s first foray into 
the Mexican restaurant business, El Mojo 
Rojo Cantina, at the Cedar Park Depot, in 

the spring. There’s a big remodel project for 
the original Threadgill’s on North Lamar on 
the drawing board for spring, as well, which 
ought to make 2007 a very interesting year 
for Wilson and his whole team. 

2) A good central-city restaurant location 
and some backing for chef Marisela Godinez. 
This woman is so talented - creating great 
dishes at both El Meson and Austin’s 
Barbecue in Far-Southeast Austin, only to 
see restaurateurs with better real estate 
appropriate her ideas. Her talent deserves a 
much more accessible showcase. 

3) A warm reception in Round Rock for 
the new Grape Vine Market location. 
Suburban shoppers are lucky to have the 
great store, especially Ike Johnson’s incred- 
ibly well-stocked deli. 

4) Plenty of students for the dueling in- 
store cooking schools at Central Market 
and Whole Foods. Both programs offer 
good information and recreation. The cool- 
est new offering: monthly Cook Book Club 
(WFM) and Eat the Book (CM) meetings 
where participants make an in-depth study 
of one different cookbook or book of food 
writing every month. 

5) A successful debut for Barbara 
Beery’s first local Batter Up Kids Culinary 
Center (1715 W. 35th, 407-9961) owned 
by franchisee Cecily Rodman. Look for 
kids’ cooking classes, cooking birthday par- 
ties, cooking story time for younger kids, 
cookbooks, young chefs’ apparel, and 
other merchandise. 

6) More exposure in the national media 
for Austin chefs, restaurants, and artisan 
food products. This could be more local 
folks featured on the Food Network, an Iron 
Chef rematch for David Bull and his guys, 
and Austin being listed in Gourmet maga- 
zine’s annual restaurant issue, for starters. 
This could also include some recognition for 
locally made food products in competitions 
such as the new Gallo Family Vineyards 
Gold Medal Awards (see below). 

7) I hope Carlos Rivero and his partners 
follow through on the idea of opening a Manor 
Road neighborhood bakery with pastry chef 
Alex Manley’s creations in the cases. 

8) Book contracts for Chronicle contribu- 
tors Mick Vann (Savoring Siam) and 
Claudia Alarcon (Tamales: Food for Gods 
and Mortals). They deserve to find publish- 
ers for their well-researched projects in the 
coming year. 

9) Streamlining of the city of Austin res- 
taurant-development and -permitting pro- 
cesses to make it more accessible, afford- 
able, and user-friendly for locally owned 
independent restaurants. 

10) A food and wine radio program for 
myself and Wes Marshall. The brand-new 
KOOP radio studio is a few blocks from my 
house, and I think that’s an encouraging 
sign. I’m working on a proposal.

Bubblicious 


The year's best champagnes 
and sparkling wines

Consumers drink about 90% of sparkling wine 
between Christmas and Jan. 2. That’s a shame, 
because champagne is one of the world’s great wines 
and deserves to be enjoyed year-round. Just think of 
all those times you could have been enjoying it with 
sushi or roast chicken or shrimps on the barbie. 

That being said, one of the best times to buy cham- 
pagne or sparkling wines is now. Every store in town 
has them on sale, with some of the prices just barely 
above wholesale. Plus, with the arrival in Austin of 
the huge buying power that places like Spec’s, World 
Market, and Costco have, you can sometimes find the 
wines at cheaper than the normal wholesale. 

I know there are a number of you who won’t drink 
any sparkling wine because of a terrible memory 
of a morning in the past when you woke up with a 
skull-exploding headache and a taste in your mouth 
like you had licked all the ashtrays clean at the Cigar 
Extravaganza. You blame it on that sparkling wine 


you had at your best friend’s wedding, and you’re 


probably right. But don’t blame champagne. Your 
friend probably bought the champagne’s bizarro 
world cousin: carbonated wine. 

Winemakers use three ways to get bubbles into their wine. 
The cheapest, and by far the worst, is to take an inferior sweet 
wine, and inject gas in the exact same way Coke and Dr 
Pepper get their bubbles. This is the dreaded carbonated wine. 
Avoid it if you value your brain cells. How do you tell if it’s 
carbonated? Well, having a trusted wine expert at a store you 
have confidence in is your best bet. But if you are flying solo, 
here’s the secret. Look at the label carefully, and if you don’t 
see Charmat, methode champenoise, methode traditionelle, or 
champagne on the label, it’s most likely carbonated. 

You can’t always use price as a guideline because many of the 
best sub-$10-a-bottle sparklers are made with one of the two 
better methods. The gold standard is methode champenoise 
(the Spaniards call it metodo tradicional). This is the term 
winemakers use to let you know they use the same methods 
as the winemakers in Champagne. Of course, if it’s from the 
Champagne area of eastern France, then it is, by definition, a 
methode champenoise and isn’t required to say anything more 
on its label. 

The Champenois make their wine by fermenting an acidic, 
young wine and then adding a dosage of sugar and other 



ingredients and some more yeast. They seal the bottles tight, 
and since the carbon dioxide produced by the sugar and yeast 
has nowhere to go, the wine develops bubbles. There is a lot of 
handwork that goes along with the process, and the resultant 
champagne has to age at the winery, since tradition has it that 
no wine will be released until it has reached its prime. These 
steps make champagne one of the most expensive wines for a 
company to produce. 

A less expensive method, but still a good one in the right 
winemaker’s hands, is Charmat. Here, a winemaker goes through 
the same process of dosing a wine with sugar and yeast and let- 
ting it ferment under pressure. The difference is that, whereas the 
Champenois do it in the bottle you eventually buy, the Charmat 
producers do it in a huge pressurized tank. Given the slew of 
great wines available using methode champenoise, the only rea- 
son to select a Charmat process wine is if your favorite wine seller 
says it’s better than anything else in its price range. 

So, after tasting an inordinate amount of champagne and 
methode-champenoise wines this year - and without a head- 
ache, thank you very much - here are a few wines that took my 
mind off bad rock. Listed by price: 


Cristalino Brut Rose Cava ($9) is a 
methode traditionelle wine made of pinot 
noir (60%) and Trepat (40%). The pinot 
flavor dominates giving this gorgeous pink 
wine a strawberry aroma. The bubbles are 
a bit large, but the wine goes down very 
smoothly, especially for the price. 

Gruet Blanc de Noirs ($12), from New 
Mexico of all places, is a perennial best buy. It 
has a richness and toasty elegance capable of 
embarrassing a lot of wines at twice the price. 
This is a no-brainer recommendation. It is 
one of the wine world’s greatest bargains. 

Mumm Napa Brut Prestige ($17) is a 
great food wine, one worth having with a 
holiday dinner. There is just a hint of vanilla, 
with a flavor reminiscent of Granny Smith 
apples, and nice, small bubbles. 

Nicolas Feuillatte Rose ($30) is almost 
as dependable a recommendation as the 
Gruet. Take a deep whiff, and you’ll get 
knock-out strawberry and raspberry aro- 
mas. There’s also plenty of tiny bubbles to 
tickle your nose. 

Taittinger Brut La Frangaise ($33) is 
a step up from the prior wines. It is more 
quietly elegant, the Nick Drake of these 
champagnes. It has ultrafine bubbles that 
feel creamy in your mouth and very subtle 
aromas of toast and citrus. This is the wine 
for a quiet conversation. 

Bollinger Brut Special Cuvee ($45) is my favorite sparkling 
wine, regardless of price. Mostly pinot noir, and very dry, this 
wine is consistently the wine for people who like their cham- 
pagnes toasty and with bubbles that are just slightly aggressive 
in cleansing your palate. In gender terms, this is the male to the 
Taittinger female. 

Ruinart Blanc de Blancs ($50). The single greatest cham- 
pagne I’ve ever had was a 1990 Dom Ruinart Rose, but until 
I discovered this wine at the sommelier’s conference, I really 
didn’t pay much attention to the rest of the Ruinart line. For 
chardonnay lovers, this is the holy grail of champagnes under 
$100. You want lively flavors, fine and endless bubbles, and 
cleansing acidity? It’s all here. 

From these wines, you have to go over $100 for any substan- 
tial increase in quality. If you’re willing to spend that much, I 
highly recommend the 1996 Taittinger Comtes de Champagne 
($120) for a 100% chardonnay, or the 2002 Perrier Jouet 
Belle Epoque Fleur De Champagne Rose ($195) with its 
touch of pinot skin contact to give it color. Both are exquisite, 
elegant wines that reward your total attention. At these prices, 
don’t quaff; sip, analyze, and enjoy. ■ 


SHOPPING FOR THE 

CELEBRATION 


Your best bet in a wine shop is to find someone you trust, then shop with them regularly so that they get an idea of your 
taste, your budget, and your level of adventurousness. In case you need an introduction, below is a list of trustworthy folks. 
There are many other good wine people in town, but I wanted to give you an idea of what these top-notch sellers are tipping as 
the best sparkling wines this season.

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WILL TRAVEL FOR 
FOOD AND DRINK 

Austria, Poland, 
and the Czech Republic 

We’ve been wanting to go on a trip to former soviet 
countries for a few years. Our goal was to catch them 
before they became too much like their Western 
European counterparts, but give them enough time away from 
the Russians to redevelop a sense of nationalistic pride. 

To ease ourselves into the ex-Hapsburg empire, we started 
in Vienna. The place for food is along the Graben pedestrian 
area. Rumor has it that when the Turks were driven out of Vienna 
in 1683, they left lots of coffee behind. The Viennese developed 
a taste for it, and little restaurants specializing in it started 
opening up along the Graben. People referred to them as cafes. 

Nowadays, you can’t walk 50 feet (or 15 meters) along the 
Graben without passing a cafe. Customers generally wanted a 
little food with their coffee, and in 1832, Franz Sacher invent- 
ed a torte with chocolate and a hint of apricot jam that 
became a huge hit - big enough for his son to buy a hotel at 
the end of the Graben. One afternoon, we went to the cafe at 
the venerable Hotel Sacher, only to find a line of about 100 
American tourists. My normal goal is to avoid American tour- 
ists (isn’t that why we travel outside the country?), so I tried 
an alternative plan. I checked to see if the hotel had a bar. 
They did. It was a gorgeous, antique cobalt-blue affair with 
lovely flowers and overstuffed furniture. And it was empty. I 
asked the bartender if we could order coffee and a torte, and 
he said, absolutely. Comfortably ensconced, we tried the torte. 
It was truly awful, like brown cardboard and Cool Whip. But the 
coffee was good, and we were comfortable and alone until a 
patrician Austrian couple in their 80s came in for a very civi- 
lized afternoon coffee. In the meantime, throngs of American 
tourists were waiting an hour to sit in the cafe on rickety cane 
chairs, elbow to elbow in a country that still loves smokers. 

We stayed close to the Graben at the wonderfully comfort- 
able and quite reasonably priced Pension Suzanne. We wanted 
to be close to a highly touted restaurant at the end of Graben 
by Kohlmarkt. Oddly, it’s in a grocery store, yet is considered 
by Austrians to be one of the top five restaurants in the coun- 
try, with a large and vocal contingent proclaiming it No. 1. 

The grocery store is called Julius Meinl am Graben, and 
it must rank as one of the great gourmet groceries on the 
planet. Julius Meinl began in 1862 as a coffee seller, selling 
green beans to the local residents. Back then, people would 


roast their beans in cast-iron pans on 
top of the stove, a system that always 
ended with a lot of burnt beans sully- 
ing the coffee. Meinl had the bright 
idea to buy a high-quality roaster and 
sell his customers freshly roasted 
beans. That idea was popular enough 
to create a chain of markets. They 
opened a statement store on Graben, 
and it’s a Dean & DeLuca on steroids. 
The store is about the size of the old 
Whole Foods on Sixth and Lamar, but 
every inch is devoted to the best quali- 
ty gourmet foods available. 

The restaurant is on the second floor. It is an unassuming 
place for a gastronomic temple, but it is very comfortable, and 
they have a gorgeous view out large picture windows down the 
Graben. We had to make reservations six months in advance 
to get a table. It was worth it. My two dining partners ooed 
and aahed over their meal, but I was lost in reverie over mine. 

The restaurant had just gotten in two softball-sized white 
truffles, both nearly smooth and pungent enough to smell 10 
feet away. Their white truffle menu offered five different dish- 
es. When a plate arrived, they would bring out the truffles, 
with a scale. They’d weigh the truffle, then shave as much as 
you would like onto your dish, then weigh it again and charge 
you for the difference. The price was €6.50 (about $8.75) per 
gram, or $3,980 a pound, certainly a luxurious price, but not 
much more than the cost of truffles in the store, and there was 
something classy about being the master of your own plate. 

I started with a Fried Egg on Creamed Spinach (€8), which 
was a small bed of finely chopped spinach, lightly sprinkled 
with cream, sitting under a perfectly fried egg. I had them add 
about one gram of white truffle. The juxtaposition of the rich 
egg and cream with the earthy spinach and even earthier truf- 
fle was sublime. Next up was Cream of Chestnut Soup (€8). 
The Viennese love fresh roasted chestnuts; the little street- 
side cookers are almost as ubiquitous as the cafes. Here, the 
chestnuts had been ground fine, doused with cream, and 
cooked until the cream took the essence of the chestnuts. 

The soup was then strained, seasoned, and brought to the 
table. This time, I had about two grams of truffle. The final 
course was a buttery Tagliatelle (€7). To me, this is white truf- 
fle’s highest calling: butter, pasta, and truffle. I hit about four 
grams this time. 

As you can tell, things can get pricey fast. I didn’t care. Sell 
my car, I want more truffles. 

Julius Meinl am Graben is also home of the best wine list 
in Austria (so claims a wine-savvy friend we made sitting at 
the bar). I have always thought of Barolos and Barbarescos 
with white truffles, since both are from around the town of 


Asti. I now have a new favorite white-truffle wine: Gruner 
Veltliner. That is the result of the sommelier’s pick, F.X. 

Pichler’s Gruner Veltliner Smaragd “M” (€50). 

The rest of our trip through Eastern Europe never produced 
a meal as exciting as the one at Meinl. The Poles and Czechs 
are trying to jump into the 21st-century Western world by imi- 
tating what they think we like. That means fancy places that 
remind you more of the Marriott restaurants, and people’s 
food restaurants trying to be McDonald’s. Consequently, there 
is an inverse proportion between quality of food and close- 
ness to interesting tourist sites. 

The best meal we had in the former Soviet bloc was in the 
Czech Republic, in the small town of Stary Jicin, about half- 
way between Ostrava and Olomouc at the Restaurace Zamec 
ek Pod Hradem. The dish is a traditional one called kachna, 
zelf & knedlfky. It was a duck breast and wing (kachna), with 
crispy skin and all the fat rendered, yet juicy and tender. It 
rested on a bed of the best sauerkraut (zelQ I’ve ever had, 
made with big hunks of red cabbage sauerkraut, caraway 
seeds, onions sauteed in lard, finely grated potatoes, and a lit- 
tle flour and sugar. The texture was different from German 
sauerkraut, with the potatoes lending creaminess to the con- 
sistency. On the side was a huge dumpling, about the size of 
a baseball, which had been cut into half-inch thick slices and 
fanned around the plate. These dumplings are made from 
flour, eggs, milk, and leaveners, but into the mixture, they drop 
half-inch cubes of yesterday’s bread. The result is a gorgeous 
checkerboard of breads in a tasty patty, made a little richer with 
a touch of duck fat. 

Other than that superb meal, the culinary treat of both 
Poland and the Czech Republic was beer. Pilsner Urquell tast- 
ed different in the Czech Republic and ended up my favorite. 
Before I get letters from the beer police, I tried Ostravar, 
Staropramen C erny, C erna 13°, Litovel Sv^ce tly Lezak. I 
kept going back to the Pilsner Urquell. In Poland, my favorite 
brew was Zywiec, but the most memorable drink was some- 
thing called Old Krupnik, an 80 proof liquor made from honey. 
Passover Slivovitch, at 120 proof, still had a touch of plum 
aroma, but burned like the devil. 

I’ll leave you with a little bit of hard-earned culinary advice. 

If you want a fancy meal in the areas I traveled, go to Austria. 
Otherwise, for the whole area around Austria, Hungary, 
Slovakia, Poland, and the Czech Republic, you just have to fol- 
low two restaurant rules. Stay away from tourists, and, no 
matter where you are, you can count on good beer and sau- 
sage. The most interesting version was in Vienna (and no, 
their sausages aren’t the little canned things we get here). 
There, in a little shack on the wrong side of the Hapsburg 
Palace, locals line up for a baguette, hollowed out and stuffed 
with sausage links. That and a beer, and life looks pretty good.

TV EYE 

The Overs and the Unders 

Because it’s the end of the year, and 
because the award season is upon us, the 
most overrated and underrated TV series are 
coming into focus. Here’s my attempt to cor- 
rect the balance. 

Are you over Lost (ABC)? If so, you 
might find satisfaction in Jericho (CBS). 

Like the characters in Lost, those in the 
small town of Jericho, Kan., find them- 
selves stranded after a nuclear holocaust. 

Isolated in every way possible, the town 
must learn to survive with diminishing 
resources while trying to figure out what 
has happened in the outside world. As in 
Lost, there have been power plays, trysts, 
and the challenges that come when once- 
friendly strangers have to rely on one 
another for their lives. A mysterious black 
man who moved his family to the small 
town just before the bombs went off strained the imagination, 
until it was discovered that he works for a secret agency. 

Official government agent or part of a rogue regime? Not sure, 
and it’s this cat-and-mouse game - wondering who’s for the 
common good, who’s out for themselves, and who’s up to no 
good - that keeps this series absorbing, along with the occa- 
sional freaky broadcast of an Asian official (Korean? Chinese?) 
urgently speaking to whomever might be watching. While the 
luster on Lost has faded, drama still thrives in Jericho. 

Hugh Laurie as Dr. Gregory House on House (Fox): House is 
the character everyone loves to hate. His disdain for patients, 
colleagues, and anyone who comes into his line of fire is jaw- 
dropping. He’s tolerated, we’re led to believe, because he’s a 
brilliant diagnostician. A bum leg and an addiction to painkillers 
makes him damaged, a quality audiences apparently find sym- 
pathetic. I despise him. 

It would be fair to give Laurie props for creating such a 
strong reaction, but no. As far as snarky, arrogant know-it-alls 
go, I prefer the imperious Jack Donaghy on 30 Rock played with 


frightening ease by Alec Baldwin. What makes him so riotously 
annoying is that, in spite of his ignorance of the TV program 
he oversees, he still manages to use some arcane bit of 
marketing knowledge to help him get through whatever 
mess he finds himself in (or creates). That, or he shifts 
the dirty work to his all-suffering staff, then takes the 
credit. All without a cane. Ah, if there’s a character I 
love to hate, it’s Jack. 

This year, the working single woman has made her 
presence known on the small screen. There’s Anne 
Heche’s Marin Frist in Men in Trees (ABC), America 
Ferrera’s Betty Suarez in Ugly Betty (ABC), and 
Julia Louis-Dreyfus as Christine Campbell in The 
New Adventures of Old Christine (CBS). But the true 
heir apparent to the TV-working-woman hall of 
fame, which includes Mary Richards and Murphy 
Brown, is Liz Lemon, played by star and creator of 
30 Rock, Tina Fey. Liz is smart and feisty on the 
job, a bit of a social misfit on the singles scene, 
but always true to who she is. I’ve never under- 
stood what is supposed to be so darn appealing 
about Heche (even before that whacked-out 
Barbara Walters interview). I’m a longtime Louis- 
Dreyfus fan, and Ferrera makes Betty enormously 
likeable, but when it comes to the pantheon of great TV women, 
Fey’s ascendancy is assured. 

And finally, what the frak? Battlestar Galactica (Sci Fi) under- 
whelms me. There, I said it. I prefer almost anything else but 
am most appreciative of the underrated Eureka (Sci Fi). 

Granted, this is a bit like comparing apples to oranges, but they 
are both set in alternate worlds. While BG occurs far in the 
future, Eureka is placed in the present, except for one thing: It’s 
not supposed to exist. It’s a secret town established by the 
U.S. government for the nation’s most valuable intellectuals to 
live and work. Wonks, nerds, and geeks have the run of the 
town, tooling around in their thermal-powered vehicles over 
streets named for mathematicians and scientists and conduct- 
ing town meetings through handheld video devices. An average 
Joe (Colin Ferguson) works as the sheriff, resorting to his 
common sense when the egotistical geniuses and nutty eccen- 
trics corner him. While BG is steeped in highly self-absorbed 
seriousness, Eureka slants quirky. You got to love quirky.

CITY OF MEN 

Palm, $32.98 

Given the generally sorry state of televi- 
sion (I’d say “these days,” but let’s be hon- 
est and just acknowledge that the majority 
of television history is a slog through medi- 
ocrity), it’s big news when a true talent like 
Brazilian filmmaker Fernando Mereilles (City 
of God, The Constant Gardener) chooses to 
throw his hat into the ring. The Mereilles- 
produced City of Men, a 19-episode series 
about two young men growing up in one 
of Brazil’s most notorious slums, goes a 
long way to expanding the vocabulary of 
television and moving the medium toward 
a more cinematic approach, much like 
The Wire and The Sopranos have done 
here in the States. The series follows two 
young friends, Laranjinha (played by Darlan 
Cunha) and Acerola (Douglas Silva), as they 
attempt to navigate both the psychological 
pitfalls of adolescence and the physical 
dangers of their favela. Like City of God, 

City of Men is shot in a frenetic, vivifying, 


and a show like The 
Wonder Years aren’t 
to be shrugged off; 
as revolutionary as 
City of Men is in its 
setting and struc- 
ture, its basic story- 
lines will be familiar 
to anyone raised on 
American coming-of- 
age TV. Acerola and 
Laranjinha may be 
living in a nightmare 
world where armed 


looking for jobs, looking for girls, avoiding 


minds, and Mabuse is the archetype. 



drug dealers and 
teenage gangsters 
are the only real 
authority figures around and where the 
slightest misstep might result in death by 
gunshot, but their daily lives revolve around 
the most common of teen-show scenarios:

FILM NEWS

TV SAVED THE 2006 FILM STAR 

The boob tube saved the Texas film industry in 
2006. Behind seasonlong shoots for Friday Night 
Lights in Austin and Prison Break in Dallas (both tape 
through March), television projects were in the range of 
$70 million for the year. The state saw numbers rise 
from the mere $140 million in combined film/television 
budgets for 2005, says Bob Hudgins, head of the 
Texas Film Commission. Exact state numbers weren’t 
released by press time, but Austin saw direct film/TV 
spending of $63.4 million, with more than $130 million 
in combined budgets. Not bad, but the ominous news 
is that inquiries to the TFC dropped from 490 in 2003 
to 392 in 2005 to about 300 in 2006. Those sucking 
sounds you hear are from our neighboring incentivized 
states of Louisiana and New Mexico. Also sounding 
the alarm, Hudgins says, is that 20% of Texas mem- 
bers of the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees are now working out of state. The bright 
side comes from the Texas Motion Picture Alliance, 
which is loading up with weapons for the 2007 
Legislature. Chief among them is the hiring of influen- 
tial lobbying firm HillCo Partners, which was founded in 
1998 by former state Rep. Neal T. "Buddy” Jones 
and insider Bill Miller, who was once on House 
Speaker Tom Craddick’s transition team and counts 
first lady Anita Perry as a former employee. The firm 
is also allied with state Rep. Diane White Delisi’s son 
Ted Delisi, a thirtysomething GOP player who bought 
out Karl Rove’s old lobbying firm when Rove moved on 
to his White House digs. Expect Gov. Rick Perry to 
announce a film incentives proposal in January, and it’s 
a safe bet it will be a lot more ambitious than the $20 
million proposal approved but left unfunded in 2005. 

A 'MADMAN' DREAM COME TRUE 

It’s no secret that Robert Rodriguez has longed for 
years to bring the comic Madman to the big screen. 
Look for Dimension to finally make it happen in 2007 
while Rodriguez directs one or two Sin City sequels. Mr. 
R. will join Elizabeth Avellan in producing Madman to 
be shot entirely at their Austin-based Troublemaker 
Studios. Longtime pal George Huang (Swimming With 
Sharks) will direct and co-write the script with comic 
creator Michale Allred, who, it was revealed in a 
press release, designed props for “Planet Terror,” 
Rodriguez’s half of the Grind House double bill. 

Quentin Tarantino’s half, “Death Proof,” is expected 
to finish production in January. Madman is described 
as a reimagining of the Frankenstein story jazzed up 
with a superhero costume. 

AND THE REST... 

Start brewing the coffee and baking the pie. David 
Lynch is expected here Jan. 24 for an Austin Film 
Society screening of his latest enigmatic film Inland 
Empire... Big congrats to Cyndi Williams, whose act- 
ing in Kyle Henry’s Room took the Karen Morley Award 
for “best exemplifying a woman’s place in history or 
society, and a courageous search for identity” from the 
Women Film Critics Circle... Add Shirley MacLaine to 
the list of inductees to the Texas Film Hall of Fame on 
March 9. And expect to see Ellen Burstyn, Lily Tomlin, 
and Anna Deavere Smith as presenters/special 
guests... Look for two films shot at Glen Stephens’ 
ranch in Menard to have limited Texas theatrical runs 
in January, followed quickly by DVD releases. Stephens 
wrote and directed the horror flick Hoboken Hollow, 
which features C. Thomas Howell, Mike Madsen, 
Dennis Hopper, and Greg Evigan. He also wrote the 
family film River's End, which was directed by William 
Katt and features Barry Corbin, Clint Howard, 
Charles Durning, Evigan, and Katt.

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Champion of the World Cinema 

Chief curator Chale Nafus on the Austin Film Society's latest Essential series

I recently had lunch with Chale Nafus, direc- 
tor of programming for the Austin Film Society, 
and I was disheartened to find out he had a 
much broader understanding of film history 
than I do. His range of knowledge extends from 
Howard Hawks to Chen Kaige, from Korea to 
Brazil, from Italian neorealism to Philippine 
melodrama, whereas mine tends to linger right 
around Howard Hawks. You could argue that 
it makes sense that the chief curator at a film 
society in a film town would know more about 
movies than a reporter at an alternative weekly, 
but it bothered me regardless. 

The problem, however, is that I really liked 
the man. During our conversation, he was 
warm and intelligent and generous, making it 
all the more difficult for me to cultivate the bit- 
terness that was growing inside me with each 
reference he made to Bollywood or obscure, 
untranslated Mexican cinema - references I’ll 
probably never fully understand. Let no one 
ever say journalism isn’t a humbling and emo- 
tionally complex profession. 

Nafus comes by all this film expertise hon- 
estly. For 25 years he was a professor of film 
studies at Austin Community College, where 
he helped establish the Radio -Television-Film 
department. In i985, at the request of a for- 
mer student by the name of Richard Linklater, 
Nafus became a founding board member of the 
Austin Film Society, and his destiny has been 
tied in with the group’s ever since. In 2002, 
after retiring from teaching, Nafus became 
AFS’s chief curator. 

Starting Jan. 9, Nafus and AFS are present- 
ing the next program in their ongoing Essential 
Cinema series. South by Southeast: Films of 
Thailand and Vietnam will feature six Southeast 
Asian films over six weeks, a rare opportunity, 
Nafus says, for Austin audiences to experience 
the burgeoning yet still unfamiliar film culture 
of a world halfway around the world. 

“It’s part of my mission and the mission of 
the film society to introduce people to new or 
overlooked films,” he says. “Two years ago, I 
hadn’t seen any films from Thailand. Then I 
kept seeing that certain Thai films were coming 
to the Toronto International Film Festival. So 
it seemed like something important was hap- 
pening.” The Vietnamese film industry, though 
still a relative mystery to most American mov- 


iegoers, has had more international success 
over the years, starting with Anh Hung Tran’s 
Oscar-nominated The Scent of Green Papaya 
back in 1993. 

A lifelong fan and student of movies, with 
a particular love of global cinema, Nafus is in 
the enviable position of basing his curatorial 
decisions for the Essential Cinema series largely 
on his own whims and interests, deciding on a 
particular program first and then going about 
the process of trying to learn everything he can 
about it. 

“I had used The Scent of Green Papaya in class 
at ACC,” he says, “and I knew a little about 
Vietnamese film, but otherwise I was learning 
as I went. There’s an infinite richness in Asian 
film, and I just keep exploring different aspects 
of it. We’ve done series on Bollywood, fifth-gen- 
eration China, South Korean cinema, Japanese 
movies. Very often these series will be introduc- 
tions for people, either to a region or a country 
or a culture, which is our goal. And in this case, 
it was an introduction for me as well.” 

The problem with curating a series like South 
by Southeast, he says, is that very often films 
made in countries like Vietnam and Thailand 
are made for people in Vietnam and Thailand, 
and film studios and distributors are reluctant 
to spend money on subtitles because they don’t 
feel that the English-speaking market will be 
interested enough to justify the investment 
(meaning there’s a whole world of cinema out 
there that never makes it to our theatres or 
gets mentioned in our magazines). Nafus often 
chooses up to 40 titles for a series only to find 
out that the majority of them have little to no 
distribution set up in the United States, pre- 
cluding him from ever getting his hands on a 
print. He argues that this phenomenon speaks 
not only to the vitality of these countries’ home- 
grown film industries but also to the increasing 
indifference many parts of the world feel toward 
the English-language market in general. 

“Originally,” he says, “I was going to try to get 
one film from six different countries in Southeast 
Asia for a sort of overview, but I couldn’t find 
much on 35mm film with subtitles. There are 
just very few available films out there. 

“It’s like when we were doing our Bollywood 
series [in spring 2005],” he continues. “There 
was a film I wanted, but the distributor in

India told me, ‘We have a population of a bil- 
lion, and we have the Indian diaspora. Why 
would we bother putting English subtitles on 
35mm prints?’ And I suddenly felt like I was 
trying to get an Albanian-subtitled film. I was 
stunned. We are irrelevant as an English-speak- 
ing country. If Asian filmmakers don’t want to 
get into an international festival, they won’t 
even bother with us.” 

In the end, Nafus was able to find six “high- 
quality, highly cinematic films that communi- 
cate more through cinematography and imag- 
ery than dialogue,” films, he says, that will be 
a “revelation” for moviegoers. The first movie 
in the program, The Overture, by Ittisoontorn 
Vichailak (a film Nafus calls a “gentle intro- 
duction to the series”), is the story of a young 
Thai man struggling to succeed as a traditional 
musician in a rapidly modernizing society. 


The Overture is followed by Vietnamese “east- 
ern western” Buffalo Boy, the story of a young 
man’s coming of age during a long, hard buffalo 
drive, a sort of Red River set in rice patties; and, 
then, Ekachai Uekrongtham ’s Beautiful Boxer, 
a true story about the rise of Thai boxer Nong 
Toom, a legend in the ring who had transgen- 
der predispositions that caused trouble in both 
his personal and professional lives. Nafus calls 
it a “fascinating gender study dealing with the 
contradiction of a guy who really wants to be a 
woman but who’s involved in one of the most 
violent, most masculine endeavors in Asia.” 

On Jan. 30, the program will feature Vertical 
Ray of the Sun, from The Scent of Green Papaya 
director Anh Hung Tran, who almost single- 
handedly put Vietnam on the world-cinema 
map in 1993. In this story of three sisters 
coming together to honor the anniversary of 
their mother’s death, Hung creates a film that, 
according to Nafus, is like a “Buddhist medita- 
tion. The camera will linger on an area of the 
room, like a still-life painting. The characters’ 
lives are going on, and the filmmaker will just 
let us linger on a certain image. Instead of just 
having these actors talk and do things and let 
us think things about them, we get to sit in the 
spaces they inhabit and consider what it looks 
like through that window. ” 

The series will continue on Feb. 6 with 
Last Life in the Universe from Thai director 
Pen-Ek Ratanaruang, who attended the world- 
renowned Pratt Institute in New York City, 
where he developed a strong design sensibility 
that informs his directorial style. And the last 
film showing will be 2003 ’s Ong-Bak, a widely 
popular martial arts film set in the world of Thai 
boxing and starring Tony Jaa, a brilliant physical 
presence who Nafus claims is the “true inheritor 
of Bruce Lee’s mantle. ... The story in Ong-Bak 
is almost irrelevant. The true beauty of the film 
is in watching Jaa’s body move through space.” 
Looking at this lineup, I wonder if Nafus’ 
aims as a curator are divided between find- 
ing great films and finding films that are most 
representative of their cultures and that best 
educate new viewers about life in Southeast 
Asia. In other words, is there a balance in the 
curatorial process between his loyalty to cin- 
ema as art and to his role as educator? 

“I don’t want to be didactic,” he says. “I just 
want to show powerful, beautiful films that 
have to do with other people’s lives in other 
places. I don’t know if they’re representative 
of life in those places, because I’ve never been 
to those places. I just want to get a wide and 
diverse range of images to as many people as I 
can. That’s my job.” ■

DON'T FEAR THE 
REAPER 

Objectively, death is pretty 
unremarkable. After all, it happens 
thousands of times every day. It only 
means something when the scythe 
cuts close to home, which, musically 
speaking, happened plenty in 2006. 

It was nearly impossible to pick up a 
Chronicle (let alone write for it) this year 
without reading another Austin music- 
scene obituary. Others nearly became 
obituaries, like when World Burns to 
Death singer Jack Control was stabbed 
breaking up a fight outside the Parlor in 
January. Hank Williams, Jim Morrison, 
and My Chemical Romance all had it 
right. No one here gets out alive. We 
all march in the black parade. 

Losing local icons like Clifford 
Antone, Don Walser, and Ann 
Richards naturally spawned more 
soul-searching than usual, but the 
truth is, the Austin they repre- 
sented increasingly belongs 
only to myth and memory. 
Enticing myths and fond (if 
fuzzy) memories, to be 
sure, but it’s been at 
least a generation 
since the city has been 
either a cosmic-cowboy 
crash pad or fertile 
blues incubator. 

Today it’s a stressed- 
out, thin-skinned 
metropolis that takes in 
more than 100 million music- 
related dollars annually and 
whose mayor screams bloody 
murder when The New York 
Times dares to label Austin 
merely the live music capital of 
the South instead of the world. 

Perhaps the most significant 
passing of 2006 was not a per- 
son at all but the Back Room. 
When the 32-year-old club 
stopped scheduling music 


in July, it was Austin’s ruling rap venue as 
well as master of its metal domain, one 
of the very few live-music spots regularly 
patronized by blacks, whites, and 
Hispanics (sometimes even on the same 
night). Maybe even more than Antone’s 
death, the Back Room’s demise officially 
closes the book on the Seventies ideal 
that placed a higher premium on musical 
kinship than box-office receipts, back 
when artists and venues could afford to 
operate in the red. The new model is 
Stubb’s (site of James Brown’s final 
local performance in May), where a 
band’s first sold-out show is just the first 
step along the path to a prime spot at 
the Austin City Limits Music Festival 
or Lollapalooza, and money pours in all 
around. Good thing, too, because it gets 
more expensive to live here every day. 

In an irony worthy of Randy Newman, a 
major reason it keeps getting harder for 
local musicians to pay their rent is Austin’s 
runaway success. SXSW once again shat- 
tered its own attendance records, as per- 
formers from Morrissey, Echo & the 
Bunnymen, and Beastie Boys to 
Wolfmother, KT Tunstall, and Arctic 
Monkeys, aided by several thousand of 
their closest music-biz friends, stirred up 
the usual weeklong blizzard of springtime 

- hype. ( Who ’ s Tapes ‘n 
Tapes again?) Its 

fall counterpart, 
the ACL 
Music 
Festival, 
managed to 
do SXSW 
one better by 
keeping the forc- 
es of nature them- 
selves - heat, lightning, rain 

- at bay, albeit barely, and although the 
most elemental force of the entire weekend 
was Austin duo Ghostland Observatory’s 
jaw-dropping breakout performance. Our 
Palm School Choir ran a close, joyous 
second. Punks and indie rockers even 
enjoyed their own day in Waterloo Park at 
December’s Fun Fun Fun Fest. 

The local music economy was 
robust enough to convince the 
(Inter)National 
Association of 
Music Merchants 
and Percussive 
Arts Society to move their 
annual conventions here. 
Both the Austin Music Hall 
and Stubb’s announced mul- 
timillion-dollar renovations 
scheduled to start next year. 
Woody’s South, Beauty 



Bar, Emo’s Lounge, Continental Club 
Gallery, and Mohawk opened for busi- 
ness. Sweatbox Studio and KOOP radio 
survived a catastrophic February fire. 

One Tuesday in October, Austin shoppers 
and merchants coughed up a cool 
$50,000 for the Health Alliance for 
Austin Musicians, a sum promptly dou- 
bled by grants from two Texas founda- 
tions. About three weeks later, a crowd 
of 43,000 bundled up against the 
autumn chill and stood screaming in 
Zilker Park for the first-ever Austin visit 
by a little band called the Rolling 
Stones. The Stones, who know a thing 
or two about cheating death, obliged by 
tailoring the set to their surroundings (or 
at least Texas) with Waylon Jennings 
and Buddy Holly covers. 

Individual achievements proliferated 
like Stones T-shirts the next day. Kinky 
Friedman had enough voters saying 
“Why the hell not?” to poll a respectable 
12% on November’s gubernatorial ballot. 
A MySpace surge sent the Octopus 
Project to the Coachella festival. 
Graham Reynolds, Britt Daniel, and 
Friends of Dean Martinez broke into 
the movies, scoring A Scanner Darkly, 
Stranger Than Fiction, and Fast Food 
Nation, respectively. Car Stereo 
(Wars)’s “Ghostface 
Observatory” mash- 
up was the blogo- 
sphere’s sur- 
prise summer- 
time hit. 

James Hand 
finally played 
the Grand Ole 
Opry. Voxtrot 
and Okkervil River 
couldn’t sneeze without 
PitchforkMedia.com reporting what 
kind of sneeze it was and whether they 
covered their mouth. (Voxtrot yes, 
Okkervil no.) The Pacific Northwest was 
especially kind: The Black Angels spent 
most of the summer atop Seattle/ 
Internet station KEXP’s playlist, 
and What Made Milwaukee 
Famous re-released 2004 
hookfest Trying to Never 
Catch Op on Death Cab 
B for Cutie indie 
launching pad 
Barsuk. 

Patrice Pike narrowly missed 
the top five on CBS’ Rock Star: 
Supernova and enjoyed a hero’s 
welcome at ACL. The Arm, Meat 
Purveyors, Yuppie Pricks, and 
Rubble called the whole thing off, 
but no breakup lasts forever - just 


ask Stretford, 
the Chumps, 

Dead End Cruisers, 
or Scratch Acid. 

Meanwhile, Blue October 
outsold every other Texas 
band combined. 

Somehow, there was plenty to 
laugh at this year. Mayor Will 
Wynn made his runway debut as a 
pajama model. Willie Nelson had a 
Brokeback Mountain moment with 
“Cowboys Are Frequently, Secretly (Fond 
of Each Other).” Jerry Jeff Walker 
sued a record label for releasing covers 
of his songs. Sound Team’s flame- 
broiled YouTube response to a negative 
Pitchfork review got more buzz than their 
album. And the TABC tried to start bust- 
ing people for public intoxication before 
they even left the bar. That idea, thank 
God, was laughed right out of town. “For 
laughter frames the lips of death,” 
Kentucky-born poet Allen Tate once 
wrote. “Death frames the Singer and 
the Song.” And so, in 2006, it did.

In June, Rhino Records issued a 3- CD 
box set called Willie Nelson, The Complete 
Atlantic Sessions (austinchronicle.com/ 
gyrobase/lssue/review?oid=oid%3A378591). 

As always with such collections, there were 
extended versions of the issued albums. Not as 
always, I was anxious to hear them, at least 
the ones for 1973’s Shotgun Willie. After all, 
Yd been there when they were recorded. 


I first became aware of Willie Nelson at Rolling 
Stone in 1970. One of my fellow editors, John 
Morthland, was checking out a small stack of 
albums RCA had sent him. The covers showed 
a geeky-looking guy without much of a chin and 
with a bad haircut, profoundly ill-at-ease with 
being photographed from the looks of things. 

“He’s going to be playing the San Francisco 
Folk Festival,” Morthland told me. I admit- 
ted I’d never heard of him. “Songwriter from 
Nashville. He wrote the Patsy Cline hit ‘Crazy.’ 
Wonder if we’d want a story on him.” 

Apparently not; that was the last I heard of it. 

Over the next couple of years, an old college 
friend’s band, Asleep at the Wheel, moved to 
the Bay area and helped educate Morthland, 
myself, and a lot of our friends about country 
music. In late 1972, Willie’s The Words Don’t 
Fit the Picture became one of my favorites. 
It was depressing as hell, but the unusual 
melodies cushioning his equally strange chord 
progressions were haunting, as were the doom- 
laden lyrics. The cover of the LP showed a rag- 
tag group of hippies, and one stately blonde, 
getting into a limo. One of the hippies was the 
chinless guy from the RCA albums, now grown 
into his face. Soon I’d meet them all, including 
the blonde, Willie’s wife Connie. 

After getting fired from Rolling Stone in October 
1970, I’d begun writing for Creem, the irreverent 
Detroit-based magazine. Creem’ s business man- 
ager was a Connecticut-based 
gruff in the Allen Klein mode, 

Neil Reshen, who did account- 
ing and managed three art- 
ists: Willie Nelson, Waylon 
Jennings, and Miles Davis. 

“We manage the unmanage- 
able” was his motto. At one 
point, he’d paid to have his 
open-heart surgery video- 
taped, a very expensive propo- 
sition at the time, “to prove,” 
he claimed, “that I have a 
fuckin’ heart.” 

At this point in his career, Willie had made 
his celebrated move back to Texas and was 
in the process of bringing Austin’s rednecks 
and hippies together, playing everywhere from 
car dealerships on Sixth Street to the fabled 
psychedelic dungeon called Armadillo World 
Headquarters. While the world at large wasn’t 


tuned into this, some of its hipper denizens 
were, and among these was Atlantic Records’ 
Jerry Wexler, who’d decided it was time for 
his label to gently test the waters of country 
music, especially when he found out Willie’s 
contract with RCA was up and Reshen was 
seeking more salubrious waters for his client’s 
talents. On a visit to Nashville, Wexler heard 
Willie perform the group of songs that became 
Phases and Stages during a late-night guitar pull 
at Harlan Howard’s house. He was smitten. 

Paper flew between Texas, Connecticut, and 
New York City. Ink was applied to some of 
it; more paper ensued, more ink, and then 
the papers of financial nature were final- 
ized. Willie Nelson was an 
Atlantic Records recording 
artist. A session was sched- 
uled for early 1973 at the 
label’s fabled recording stu- 
dios near Columbus Circle 
in Manhattan, and staff pro- 
ducer/arranger Arif Mardin, 
not Wexler himself, was put 
in charge. 

This historic session had to 
be documented, all agreed, 
so Reshen called Creem 
Publisher Barry Kramer, who said he’d be 
delighted to run a big story. Now who among 
the merry crew in Detroit could cover country 
music? Indeed, who didn’t outright hate the 
stuff? Ah, the guy in California! 

The studio had been reserved for five days 
since Willie was known for cutting quickly, and 
I was in a froth of anticipation: I’d be in New

York, so I could see friends; I’d have an exclu- 
sive story on an album that would very likely 
be of the same high quality as Wexler ’s last 
foray into Texas music, Doug Sahm and Band 
(austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/review7oid 
=oid%3A429255). Hadn’t Dylan himself shown 
up for that one? Maybe Dylan would show up 
for this one, too! I’d also be in Atlantic’s his- 
toric studios, where so much of the music I’d 
loved and so many of the great musicians and 
producers - not the least of which was Wexler 
himself, whom I’d hung out with on occasion 
in San Francisco - had recorded. 

It was at that point that I did something so 
incredibly insensitive and stupid that every 
time I think of it, even 33 years later, I 
wince. Another of my Rolling Stone colleages, 
John Lombardi, had been married to a lovely 
woman from Philly named Wendy. They’d 
gone through a painful divorce, and she’d 
moved to New York to further her career as a 
photographer. She was good, but she wasn’t 
getting much work. I got her number, called, 
and asked if she’d like to shoot the Willie ses- 
sions for Creem. Of course she said yes. 

I flew to New York, checked into a West Side 
Howard Johnson where the band and crew 
were staying, and then made my way to the 
Atlantic offices. After a bit of protocol, I was 
sent upstairs to the studio where I was met by 
Reshen, whose first utterance was, as I remem- 
ber it, “This is going to be a positive story, 
right,” not even phrased as a question. He then 
announced I was the journalist. The journalist! 

A lot of hand-shaking went on. I met 
Mardin, a short, energetic guy, all business, but 


with a twinkle in his eye that indicated some of 
the business was filed under “monkey.” Then 
there was the band, the one Willie used on 
the road. There was Willie; his shadow Paul 
English, who played drums; Bee Spears, a tall, 
lanky bass player who acted like the dumbest 
hillbilly on the planet to cover up his basic shy- 
ness; Willie’s sister Bobbie, with an incredible 
mane of long hair 
descending straight 
down her back like 
a brunette waterfall; 
and the musician 
I was interested in 
the most, steel gui- 
tarist Jimmy Day, 
whom Asleep at the 
Wheel’s steel player 
Lucky Oceans had 
told me to watch 
closely. At that 
point, I owned an 
astonishing double-eight-string National steel 
guitar I’d bought for a pittance in a Cincinnati 
pawnshop, so I was hot on steel styles, even 
pedal steel, which my instrument wasn’t. It 
was stolen from my house a couple of years 
later and showed up a week after that during 
a jam at L.A.’s Roxy, in the hands of an Eagle 
who shall remain unnamed but who threat- 
ened to have me beaten senseless if I pushed 
my inquiries as to where he’d gotten it. 

Willie & Co. began setting up, and the 
whole boring affair of checking snare sounds 
and so on took most of the rest of the day.

I’d forgotten one crucial fact when taking the 
assignment: Recording sessions are incredibly 
tedious for those not actually engaged in them. 
It wasn’t like I’d never been to one before, but 
suddenly I realized I’d signed up for the dura- 
tion. Damn, hope Dylan shows up. 

Happily, I’d underestimated the profession- 
alism of all concerned, not to mention the 
core ensemble of musicians themselves, who 
decided to test the sound of the studio with a 
spirited version of “Under the Double Eagle,” 
which left me awestruck: Willie wasn’t only a 
great songwriter, he was a goddamn virtuoso 
on that battered Martin guitar of his! After a 
couple of takes, the crew called it a day, and 
we all trooped into the control booth to hear 
what had transpired. “That might be a keeper,” 
Mardin nodded with a smile. 

The next morning we all showed up again, 
and as Willie and Mardin went over some pos- 
sible songs to record, Wendy Lombardi showed 
up. I pointed out to her who was who, cau- 
tioned her to stay out of the way (like I actually 
needed to do that), and she began assembling 
several cameras. At that point, the studio door 
opened, and a short man, similarly bedecked 
with cameras, walked in. 

“Who,” he asked Wendy, “are you?” 

She explained that Creem - here pointing 
at me - had asked her to cover the sessions. 
The guy walked over to me and stuck 
out his hand. “David Gahr,” said 
the legendary Village Voice photog- 
rapher who’d documented the 
New York underground for two 
decades. “I don’t know who 
you are, or what your maga- 
zine is, but I do know that 
Jerry Wexler employs me 
on behalf of Atlantic to 
cover recording sessions 
here and that he person- 
ally invited me today to 
shoot this for the media. 

I’m trying to make a living, I 
have a relationship with this com- 
pany, and I don’t appreciate strangers 
being invited to compete with me. I’m 
happy to sell your magazine some pho- 
tos, but I can’t allow another photographer 
here. You can ask Jerry. He’ll tell you.” 

I could feel my face burning with embarrass- 
ment and apologized. I told Wendy she had to 
leave and why. She looked at me with contempt. 

“I would’ve thought you’d bothered to work 
this out beforehand,” she snapped, disassem- 
bling her cameras and stomping out. 

Things could only go uphill from here, and 
they did. The band recorded a bunch of tunes 
that first day. I remember being very excited by 
“Sad Songs and Waltzes,” which was first-rate 
and nailed in a couple of takes. During over- 
dubs and tracking of individual parts, there 
was lots of time to talk to Willie and other 
band members, and I got most of my story that 
first day. 

Now I should warn you that I may not have 
my chronology strictly correct here, nor have 
I seen my Creem story in years and years, but 
I think it was the next day when we started 
getting visitors, one of whom was the irrepress- 
ible Doug Sahm. Willie wanted to record a 
Western swing number, with the encourage- 
ment of Wexler, who was evidently involved 


in another project at the time but would drop 
by to see how things were progressing. Sahm 
had brought along some of his Texas cro- 
nies, including Augie Meyers, drummer George 
Rains, and fiddler J.R. Chatwell, who told me 
he was 80 (I think he was just playing with my 
head) and thus became the oldest person I’d 
ever smoked pot with. 

“My doctor told me drinking would kill me,” 
explained Chatwell, “and I told him I liked my 
beer. ‘Well, J.R.,’ he said, ‘I can’t tell you what 
to do, but down where the Mexicans live ...’” 

An arrangement was needed for “Bubbles in 
My Beer,” and Mardin, Wexler, Willie, and Sahm 
talked about it while Gahr took pictures. Finally, 
they got it figured out, and Willie excused 


Bobbie for the afternoon. “You don’t 
need piano on this?” Connie asked. “Well, 
then, your sis and I are going shopping!” 

“I damn sure better cut a hit,” Willie muttered. 
It took a while, but eventually the song took 
shape, and after they’d nailed it, more guests 
arrived, including a couple of star backup vocal- 
ists: Larry Gatlin and Dee Moeller. Another 
was a skinny Jewish kid with what seemed like 
dozens of guitars, David Bromberg. My main 
memory of Bromberg is his unpacking, setting 
up, and polishing each and every instrument 
with a fetishlike frenzy. His prize was a vintage 
National resonator guitar with an etching of a 
naked Hawaiian lass surfing beneath Diamond 
Head. He handed it to me to admire, then 
took it back and polished it again. I realized 
I’d met him years ago when he’d answered a 
letter I’d had in Sing Out! magazine looking 
for other people in my part of the world inter- 
ested in folk music. He’d driven all the way 
over from Dobbs Ferry, where his father was 
an important doctor, he informed me. He was 
appalled at how bad I was and only stayed a 


few minutes, long enough to unpack his three 
instruments and polish them. 

By the end of the afternoon, it was clear that 
there was already more material in the can 
than could be used. There were also two more 
days in the studio, so everyone was anxious to 
keep going and get as much as they could out 
of the recording. I’m not sure what happened 
the next day, because I wasn’t there. 

Actually, I was, in the morning. Things 
weren’t going too smoothly. A few songs were 
tried, but somehow nobody was getting into 
the groove. Finally, Mardin said, “I know, let’s 
all go to lunch.” We all gathered in the control 
room and he asked, “Where should we go with 
these Texans?” I knew a good Cuban-Chinese 
place around the corner, and he brightened at 
the suggestion. 

The mood improved markedly thanks to 
the meal, and everyone seemed eager to get 
back to work as we piled into the eleva- 
tor back at the studio. At this point, 
a tall, skinny woman with a barely 
controlled explosion of red hair atop 
her head dashed into the building 
instructing us to “Hold the ele-

vator!” We squeezed her in, and she 
looked at the assembled crew. 
“Arif, who are these people?” 
“These guys are the Willie 
Nelson band,” he explained, “and 
this is our journalist.” 

She stared at me, and I recognized Carla 
Bley, co-perpetrator of one of my favorite musi- 
cal projects of all time, a “chronotransduction” 
called Escalator Over the Hill, which my college 
roommate had helped engineer. My heart gave 
a thump. “Arif, I’m going to borrow your jour- 
nalist for a while,” she said. 

As the band got off the elevator at the studio, 
Willie waved goodbye and half-sang, “Hope 
we see you tomorrow!” My companion and I 
went up another couple of floors to the Jazz 
Composers’ Orchestra Association and the 
New Music Distribution Service, which shared 
both offices and Carla Bley. Apparently she’d 
read something I’d written on Escalator and 
had been impressed, so now she wanted to 
talk about weird music, which she made, and 
how to sell it, which is what the NMDS was 
about. We talked until it got dark, and along 
the way, I met a guy with a guitar covered in 
all kinds of junk (Henry Kaiser, I now realize) 
and an intense fellow who saw Carla giving 
me records and insisted I take one of his since 
she was handing me others on the same label, 



Chatham Square. They were by a composer 
named Philip Glass, and this guy, Jon Gibson, 
played in the Philip Glass Ensemble. 

The stack of records she gave me turned 
out to be absolutely life-changing. There was 
jazz by Noah Howard and Anthony Braxton; 
Glass’ revolutionary classical work; a stack of 
vinyl by some German guy named Manfred 
Eicher, whose label, Edition of Contemporary 
Music, had signed a number of astonishing 
musicians I’d never heard of, including Terje 
Rypdal, Keith Jarrett, and Eberhard Weber. 
There was more, but no way to play it until I 
got back to California. 

Which was where I was going in 48 hours, 
I realized the next morning. I staggered into 
the studio, and Bee Spears greeted me with 
put-on consternation: “Oh, we’re so glad to 
see you. We were afraid we’d never see you 
again. You got any broken bones?” I told him 
all we’d done was talk and got a withering 
look in return. Willie was sitting alone, paging 
through a little book. A stack of them sat in 
a box next to him, and if I’d been Southern 
born, I’d have recognized them immediately 
as one of the more popular hymnals used in 
Baptist churches. 

“Willie says he’s going to cut a whole album 
today,” Mardin said. “He’s picking out the 
material now.” 

Sure enough, before long, he was handing 
out hymnals to the band, and one after anoth- 
er, they were recording them. Finally, Willie 
announced that he wanted a “large untrained 
chorus” to sing along on two of the hymns, 
“Shall We Gather at the River” and, I think, 
“Will the Circle Be Unbroken.” 

“Everyone in the studio!” he announced. 

Not me, I thought. 

“You, too, Ed!” he laughed. 

We all gathered in a circle under a single 
microphone. I’m an enthusiastic, if not particu- 
larly skilled, singer, but the reason I remember 
“Shall We Gather” is that I’d never heard the 
song before, unlike many of the ones he record- 
ed that last afternoon, and I couldn’t find a har- 
mony line that made any sense. Everyone else 
- the band members, Connie, etc. - knew the 
song, of course. Quite an ending to my week, 
no doubt about it. 

I went back to San Francisco, wrote my 
article, and waited for the album to come out. 
When it did, I was surprised, and not entirely 
positively. For one, it featured as the title cut a 
song I’d never heard called “Shotgun Willie,” 
which seemed trivial. Clearly there had been 
more sessions during the weekend, and I was 
peeved to see that Waylon Jennings and Jessi 
Colter had paid a visit, which I’d missed. I won- 
dered if Atlantic had completely misread Willie. 

My questions were answered fairly quickly 
when Phases and Stages, clearly a great album, 
came out in 1974. Still, I wondered what had 
happened to the hymns and had to wait a 
couple of years until Willie had left Atlantic 
and signed with Columbia. Sometime after 
the success of Red Headed Stranger, an album 
called The Troublemaker came out, produced by 
Mardin but on Columbia. And even later, chat- 
ting with Willie backstage at a gig, I asked him 
if my vocals had really been in the chorus on 
that album. 

“Oh, you’re there, Ed,” he said with a glint in 
his eye. “But we mixed you way, way down.” ■

DUNCAN SHEIK 

Brighter/ Later: A Duncan Sheik Anthology 
(Atlantic/Rhino) 

Anyone who’s paid careful attention to 
Duncan Sheik’s music - and his cult follow- 
ing is rather modest - has probably noticed 
how carefully considered every element of 
his music is. The L.A.-based singer-song- 
writer knows precisely how to use his voice 
and his guitar to sound a lament, voice 
a protest, express love, tell a joke. Such 
a thoughtful artist deserves an equally 
thoughtful compilation, and Brighter/Later 
is equal to the challenge. Curated by Sheik 
and Rhino’s Jeff White, this 2-CD, 29-song 
collection’s concept is deceptively simple: 
The first disc is the peppy stuff, and the 
second spreads more introspective. While 
the fairly self-explanatory “On a High” has 
no obvious place alongside the dusky requi- 
em of “A Body Goes Down,” if you listen 
closely, you’ll hear how Sheik manipulates 
the pop conceit on the Brighter side in order 
to level a critique at the very culture within 
which he creates his art. Similarly, the Later 
material is more than just the backdrop 
for an evening cuddle and glass of wine; 
it’s so emotionally raw and intimate, you 
almost have to turn away. Rather than sim- 
ply a compilation of “hits” and overlooked 
worthies, Brighter/Later is a comprehensive 
representation of an uncompromising artist 
who consistently dares his listeners to expe- 
rience every emotion to its fullest.

LEAD STORY 

Christian stand-up comedian Brad Stine says 
his muscular GodMen revivals are a reaction 
to the “wuss-ification” of the Promise Keepers 
movement and encourage spiritual men to 
“cowboy-up” and “thank God for testoster- 
one!” According to a December Los Angeles 
Times report, GodMen celebrates traditional 
male excesses, such as cussing, raucousness, 
and sexuality. Added a Stine associate, “[F]or 
heaven’s sake, don’t ask the guys [as Promise 
Keepers does] to take the hand of the guys next 
to them.” “Do not think Sunday morning wor- 
ship. Think Saturday afternoon tailgate.” Back 
to “Onward Christian Soldiers” rather than 
Jesus love songs. And tell your wife the rules, 
Stine says: “Learn to work the toilet seat. [I] f 
it’s up, put it down.” 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL 
SPIRIT! 

• The Oklahoma City company Skulls Unlimited 
International is, it claims, the world’s leading 
supplier of bones - cleaning and polishing 
human and animal heads by picking off the tis- 
sue by hand and then using dermestid beetles 
to eat what’s left. Said owner Jay Villemarette, 
on the greasiness of the human head: “I am 
not exaggerating. It is nasty.” But, said an 
employee, you get used to the work: “I’ve been 
waist-deep in a dead hippopotamus, and I’d 
rather do that than change diapers.” 

• Cutting-Edge Invention: South African inven- 
tor Willem van Rensburg has begun to market 
the Pronto condom, which he promised can be 
applied directly from wrapper to penis in three 
seconds (and, with practice, one second). It’s 
available now only in South Africa, but he has 
obtained a U.S. patent. 

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

An appeals court in Florida finally applied 
the brakes to the so-called “contingency fee 
multiplier” available under state law for law- 
yers who assist mistreated insurance custom- 
ers. In extraordinary cases, a lawyer is permit- 
ted to recover up to 2 Vi times the customary 
fee, which supposedly helps customers with 
smaller claims to find legal representation. 
However, the court said the fee is being granted 
too routinely, and in one October case, a cli- 
ent won his $1,315 claim while his lawyer got 
$193,750. 


BRIGHT IDEAS 

• A Georgetown University student, whose dad 
bought him a $2.4 million off-campus house and 
who wants his eight best friends to live (and party) 
with him, ran up against a Washington, D.C., 
zoning law permitting no more than six unrelated 
people per house. In October, after researching 
the issue, the students filed papers declaring 
themselves a “church” (The Apostles of O’Neill, 
after owner Brian O’Neill) because churches are 
allowed to house up to 15 unrelated people. 
O’Neill’s dad supports the students, as judged 
from his testy response to a Washington Post 
inquiry: “Who says they aren’t a [real] religion?” 

• Surgeon Michael Koenig of Cologne, 
Germany, who said he was cheated out of thou- 
sands of dollars in fees by women who failed 
to pay for their breast enlargements, said in 
October that he had no photos of the women 
but did have photos of their new chests, and 
he gave them to the police, hoping they would 
somehow help in finding the women. 


• The United Nations Millennium Campaign’s 
worldwide program to “stand up against pov- 
erty” solicited amateur videos for distribution 
to help dramatize the issue in industrialized 
nations, but one video drew the attention of a 
Wall Street Journal reporter in October: Three 
men were sitting around a table, eating beans 
and raucously discussing their gas-produc- 
ing qualities, when the men suddenly turned 
serious. One looked into the camera and said, 
“Some folks don’t even have a bowl of beans 
to eat.” The videomaker said he was “a little 
disappointed” that his piece was rejected. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

1) The man who stole the safe from a Runza 
restaurant in Omaha, Neb., in October was 
forced to abandon it in the middle of a street 
when he realized his getaway plan (dragging it 
through town from the back of his car) attracted 
attention that he had somehow not anticipat- 


ed. (He fled empty-handed.) 2) Federal inmate 
Brandon Sample won his appeal in November 
and is entitled to have on computer disks the 
public records he requested (rather than the 
paper copies the Bureau of Prisons was offer- 
ing). However, Sample still lacks a computer to 
read them on, and the appeals court ruled that 
he has no legal right to one. 

FAMILY VALUES 

• Christine Marmolejo, 39, of Downers 
Grove, 111., pleaded guilty in October to a 
plot in which she had her 14-year-old son 
plant marijuana and prescription drugs in 
the backpack of another boy to embarrass 
that boy’s mother, with whom Marmolejo 
had been feuding for years. Marmolejo’s son 
eventually confessed, and now Marmolejo 
faces an enhanced penalty since she involved 
a 14-year-old in drug possession. 

• New-Age Punishments: Rosewood Elementary 
School (Rock Hill, S.C.) teacher Daniel Johns 
was investigated in October for having his stu- 
dents line up and stomp the feet of a classmate, 
as punishment for the kid’s own foot-stomp- 
ing. (No criminal charges were filed.) And in a 
nonclassroom incident, Alcorn State University 
professor Festus Oguhebe was sentenced in 
Jackson, Miss., in November to two years in 
prison for disciplining his 11-year-old son by 
tying his hands and then covering him with 
ants (which Oguhebe said was a traditional 
punishment in his native Nigeria). 

CHRISTMAS MANIA 
(CONTINUED) 

In Mentor, Ohio, firefighters struggled to 
keep avid Christmas shoppers from continuing 
to enter the Dillard’s at Great Lakes Mall after a 
Dec. 6 electrical fire filled the store with smoke. 
And in Anderson, S.C., driver David Allen 
Rodgers, who was driving a float in the town’s 
Christmas parade on Dec. 3 (despite being ine- 
briated), was arrested after impatiently break- 
ing out of the slow-moving parade line and 
speeding down Main Street, endangering riders 
and spectators. And in London, the regional 
manager of unemployment offices banned tra- 
ditional Christmas decorations because he did 
not want his clients (since they are jobless in 
the holiday season) to feel worse by witnessing 
any festive spirit.

Counting horned lizards on license plates is just one of the 
mindless games I play while stuck in traffic. My truck sports a 
set of the specialty plates, too, so I have a passing interest in 
like-minded motorists. 

I have to admit that I purchased the plates partially to add 
a splash of color to my all-white vehicle. I also liked the idea 
that a portion of the $30 added to my vehicle registration for 
this fashion statement goes to our state parks. Or at least 
that’s what I was led to believe. 

Evidently a lot of other people were also fooled into think- 
ing that they were donating $22 (administration takes $8) to 
the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department when they bought the 
specialty license plates. It’s the third-most-popular plate of 
the many kinds Texas Department of Transportation offers. 
Since it was introduced in 2000 through 2005, 75,924 of the 
horned lizard plates have raised more than $1 million. Add to 
that the bluebonnet, hunting, and fishing plates, and you have 
nearly $2.4 million in five years. 

The problem is the Legislature has to move the money 
from one account into TPWD’s budget. Even though sales of 
the conservation plates amounted to more than $533,126 in 
2005, the state budget writers only transferred $106,000. 
Technically the $2 million-plus in the dedicated account can 
only be spent on state parks, but the money helps the tax-cut- 
ting Legislature balance the budget, at least on paper. 

This isn’t the only sleight of hand that our representatives 
are pulling at the expense of TPWD. As if the 10 million visi- 
tors to state parks wouldn’t notice that there isn’t a ranger to 
greet them and the toilets are closed. 

With declining cigarette sales, the funding for the parks 
was shifted from a portion of the cigarette tax to a portion of 
the sales tax on sporting goods in 1993. Now comes the 
shell game. Of the roughly $100 million collected from the 
sporting-goods tax in 2005, the Legislature capped the 
amount that TPWD could have at $20 million a year. 

The tax money going to parks in 2005 is down from $35 mil- 
lion in 2000, when I wrote an article about the more than $125 
million backlog in needed repairs to facilities around the state. 
As our parks continue to deteriorate, the number of visitors has 
dropped to half. At the same time, the number of parks and his- 
toric sites has been whittled down from 123 to 114. 



The result of the state’s penny-pinching has been predict- 
able. Tours of Matagorda Island are no longer available. Parts 
of Palo Duro Canyon, Possum Kingdom, and other state parks 
are closed to the public. Fort McKavett, Caddoan Mounds, 
and other historic sites are only open on weekends. The 
greatest outcry so far came when TPWD threatened to stop 
running the Texas State Railroad between Rusk and Palestine. 
Somehow state leaders found $650,000 in emergency money 
to keep the major East Texas tourist attraction rolling through 
next August. 

One thing that hasn’t changed since I wrote that article is 
our ranking as 49th among all states in per capita spending 
on parks. Hey, at least we’re better than Mississippi. Oops, 
Mississippi spends almost three times what we do per resi- 
dent on state parks. Well, at least we’re not as bad as Arizona. 

Last legislative session, state Rep. Harvey Hildebran, R- 
Kerrville, tried to raise the sporting-goods tax cap to $85 mil- 
lion, and he says he will try again in 2007. On the campaign 
trail, Gov. Rick Perry said we should give all of the tax to 
parks. Democratic challenger Chris Bell recommended that 
the governor use $100 million from his Enterprise Fund to 
create jobs in state parks. 

As the Legislature returns to Austin this January, they give 
with one hand and take away with the other. State Rep. Sid 
Miller, R-Stephenville, has proposed giving TPWD all of the 
sporting-goods tax. But because TPWD has done such a horri- 
ble job maintaining the historic sites, Miller says the sites 
should be transferred to the Texas Historical Commission. He 
hasn’t said how he would pay for the move.

Arts on Real, through Jan. 27

Depending on whether or not a guy is in touch 
with his femininity, a man in drag is either intimi- 
dating or fascinating, and you can be sure it’s the 
latter that’s intended in this Naughty Austin pro- 
duction at Arts on Real. Those bad, bad boys on 
Real Street first produced this parody of all things 
beauty-pageant-ish to great acclaim back in 2004, 
and they revive it here for its third straight holiday 
run. Like so many other live performance venues 
in town, Naughty Austin seems to have found its 
holiday tradition. 

For the uninitiated, the show - conceived, 
written, and scored by Albert Evans, Frank 
Kelly, Robert Longbottom, and Bill Russell 
- revolves around a beauty pageant sponsored by 
Glamouresse, a fictitious cosmet- 
ics company. Six contestants from 
around the country vie for the 
honor of being Miss Glamouresse, 
participating in swimsuit, evening 
gown, talent, and beauty-crisis- 
counseling competitions. Each of 
the contestants also serves as a 
spokesmodel for the sometimes 
sexually suggestive products in the 
Glamouresse line. The gimmick, of course, is that 
the contestants are not women but men dressed 
as women, and at least some of the entertain- 
ment value lies in the fact that you really can tell 
the difference. 

Blake Yelavich, Naughty Austin’s producing artis- 
tic director, wears multiple hats for this production. 

In addition to directing the show, he’s co-designed the set with Bobby Lee and the costumes 
with la Layadi, and the overall visual impact is nothing so much as a beauty queen’s wet 
dream. Draped in lacy, lightly colorful fabric and dressed out with dozens upon dozens of flow- 
ers, the set bears an uncanny resemblance to a very comfortable pillow (scented, of course). 
Three of the performances deserve mention. Bryan Schneider as Miss West Coast skewers 
every interpretive dance ever performed while wearing what resembles a bastardized Twister 
mat. While he basically delivers a one-note performance, Errich Petersen almost steals the 
show as smarmy emcee Frankie Cavalier, because the single note he plays is more often than 
not hysterically funny. But it’s Leslie Hethcox who most consistently commands the stage as 
Miss Texas, at one point wowing the crowd with a patriotic dance number that’s as big as the 
Lone Star State. 


The production contains so much sharp parody, it’s a sobbing shame that the choreography 
more often than not appears haphazard and underrehearsed, and this despite the fact that the 
show had been running for a month when I saw it. Also bothersome were the hairy arms of J.R. 
Ryan’s Miss Great Plains. Now let’s be clear: I’m no slave to fashion, so I’ve got nothing against 
hirsute women, but Ryan is the most attractive woman in the show, so it’s somewhat of a shock 
when he takes off his gloves and reveals his dark and gossamer down. Given the otherwise 
smoothly feminine visual presentation, a wax job would have been appropriate and, thus, would 
have eliminated the distraction the fuzz caused every time it appeared on the stage. 

Still and all, there’s something inherently entertaining about men in women’s clothing, and 
you’ll rarely see so many men in so much women’s clothing as you will in this quite entertain- 
ing Pageant. - Barry Pineo

Austin Museum of Art, through Jan. 28 

“The Downtown Show” formally begins in 
1974 with the passing of 
the Loft Law, which enabled 
artists to lawfully live in the 
city lofts of S 0 H 0 , and ends 
in 1984 with the re-election of 
President Reagan. Within these bookends 
arose a culture of difference - of radical 
challenge, performance, found art, iden- 
tity politics - whose experimentation still 
surprises, shocks, and stimulates. In this 
exhibition, what the Austin Museum of Art, in partnership 
with the Grey Art Gallery of New York University, presents is 
not only a rich and wild retrospective on the time that put 
New York art on the map; it also serves a young city like 
Austin as a bit of a how-to guide for raising the stakes 
and standards on our own artistic creativity. 

Not that what happened in New York then could 
ever be reproduced: Compared to the raw, first-run 
rebellion of artists like Robert Mapplethorpe, Keith 
Haring, and Gordon Matta-Clark, attempts at imita- 
tion would only look like failed sequels. As “The 
Downtown Show” curatorial setup illustrates with 
section titles like Interventions, Salon de Refuse, 
the Mock Shop, and Body Politics, myriad factors 
in place at the time helped create and grow New 
York’s crowning artistic movements. Reaching 
from the photography of Tseng Kwong Chi 





to the artist publication Top Stories to public-access 
' • j," television and the possibilities opened up by its 

arrival, this show homes in on the ways in which the 
artists of the burgeoning downtown scene continually 
sought to appropriate and mix up perceived splits between 
established artistic genres. Anything and everything was up 
for new scrutiny, from the formerly private categorization 
of gender roles to the increasingly public New World. 
Therefore, while early feminist pieces by Hannah Wilke, 
including performance pieces and photography, began 
to set the stage for post-feminist art, performance 
art by Matt Mullican, represented here by photos 
from Under Hypnosis taken during a performance at 
New York’s Kitchen, illustrated the nation’s search 
for experiences of the sublime, no doubt inspired by 
the nuclear threat of the Cold War. 

As the work of these artists conveys part of the 
“what” that the downtown scene artists were express- 
ing, and the entire exhibit sets the scene and establish- 
es a sense of “where,” so the more intimate and at times 
bizarre portraits and photos within the Portrait Gallery 
section remind us candidly of the “who” - the personalities 
that still come to mind as some of New York’s most edgy 
artists and art supporters. For American art enthusiasts 
and collectors, being in this room is like looking through a 
lost photo album from your childhood and finding that your 
favorite figures and characters were there all along. 

In a way that elicits both nostalgia and awe, the overall effect 
of the show is almost patriotic: It is a look at what was startling 
about America in the 1970s and early Eighties, as it was created 
by artists from around the world who flocked to the blooming mag- 
net of the Big Apple. It is an appreciation of the radical thought and 
freedom of action that made the U.S. the young revolutionary that 
it was to so many people in that time - in all its rebellion, in its cri- 
tiques, in its amazing creative production, and in its clever talents for 
bringing something new and radical to debates of all kinds, which 
reached into all places. - Nikki Moore

Oil on canvas: a combination that has been used to honor kings 
and tyrants, to glorify empires, and has even been described as a 
tool to reveal truth itself. With this history, these two material ele- 
ments of paint and support couldn’t have been more 
firmly established, more installed in the hierarchy. 
When imitation was still the sincerest form of flattery, 
oil and canvas were never far behind. Yet sometime 
around the early part of the 20th century, with the rise 
of Freud and the establishment of psychology as a 
field of inquiry, the process of painterly representation 
began to move from outside events and landscapes to 
the inner scapes of the artist’s mind. This shift meant 
that the “real” subject of painterly compositions was 
no longer seen as an outside object to be reproduced and admired in 
a work of art. The “real” took very different interpretations: It was in 
the territory of the mind, and it was in the material substance of the 
oil as pigment and the canvas as flat plane. 

In the opening description of the Austin Museum of Art’s current 
“Radical NY!” show, James Housefield eloquently quotes the mood 
that made artwork like that of Jackson Pollock and the de Koonings 
possible: “We are for flat forms because they destroy illusion and 


reveal truth.” Or as Harold Rosenberg stated, “What was to go on 
canvas was not a picture but an event.” This event, this combination 
of action and materials, culminated in the drip paintings of Pollock, 
which were preceded by the drawings on exhibition in the half of 
“Radical NY!” titled “Abstract Expressionism, 1940s-1960s.” These 
fine drawings, musings, and wanderings are something between 
doodles and intentional pen marks. They keenly illustrate the shift 
that was taking place in Pollock’s work and in the New York art scene 
of his contemporaries. Another illustration of art as event arrives in 
the form of a group of works by Norman Bluhm and Frank O’Hara that 
grew out of an afternoon shared between this painter and the poet, 
who illustrate one another as they illustrate the events of living in 
word pictures and movement in paint. 

The paintings by Willem and Elaine Fried de Kooning also mark 
the rising shift between representation and abstraction: In his 
Woman paintings, Willem de Kooning was betraying both camps 
- making reference to the female form yet flattening that form into 
the work of paint on a plane, in sensuous colors and brush strokes. 
Elaine’s striking painting included here is a vibrant flare of abstract 
colors and movement, underlaying a black line painting of a bull. In 
the pairing of this husband’s and wife’s work, gender representations 
which would later mark major movements of New York’s downtown 
scene are just beginning to emerge. In this way, the exhibition is 
at once a stand-alone illustration of a pivotal and defining time in 
American art, with New York as its epicenter, and a prelude to the 
continued explosions of radical artistic energy that marked New York 
throughout the 20th century. - Nikki Moore

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The Painted Veil

(PG-13, 125 min.) 

This melodic adaptation of the W. 

Somerset Maugham novel is the story of 
many things - such as an epidemic in the 
rural corners of a modernizing and nationally 
unified China, circa 1925 - but it is most of 
all the story of a marriage. British socialite 
Kitty (Watts) marries Walter 
Fane (Norton), a timid bac- 
teriologist. “I think I improve 
greatly upon acquaintance,” 
he offers, but life together is 
boring despite a sojourn in 
Shanghai, where Kitty chases 
cheap thrills with a fellow 
expat (Schreiber). Walter pun- 
ishes Kitty with a 10-day over- 
land journey to a village on 
the Yangtze that is overrun with cholera and 
needs a new doctor. With death and rebel- 
lion at their door, the Fanes settle into an 
aggressive silence. But as Walter tirelessly promotes germ theory 
and municipal hygiene, will Kitty warm to his sanitary love? The 
changes in China’s political and cultural landscape mirror Kitty’s 
and Walter’s own hopes of redemption and vice versa. Meanwhile, 
Ron Nyswaner’s ambitious script marries Hollywood appeal and 
literary sensibility. Beneath the veneer of pretty, old-Miramax-style 
chinoiserie (Jones as a debauched civil servant gone native, the 
obligatory scene of Peking opera, and pastoral beauty shots by 
Stuart Dryburgh, Jane Campion’s cinematographer) there is a bit- 
terly observant indie movie - acted with such venomous restraint 
that it hurts to watch - about an antagonistic marriage. In one 
scene Walter and Kitty terrorize each other quietly with a bowl of 
unsanitary vegetables, some kind of rural salad probably teeming 
with Vibrio cholerae. It’s not cute or funny; it’s not Yvan Attal and 


Charlotte Gainsbourg having an art film food fight. It’s two people 
who would each suffer a painful death from dehydration to spite the 
other. Curran (We Don't Live Here Anymore) milks the bile from his 
actors with a slow hand, then returns us to the building of a water 
wheel for the village. Because the movie aspires to transnational 
authenticity, prolific Hong Kong tough guy Wong is Norton’s Chinese 
attache. When idealistic man-of-science Norton praises their coun- 
tries’ cooperation, Wong retorts, “It would be nice to do this work 
together without your country’s guns pointed at our people.” But the 
movie is not grim, even as it endangers a wise nun (Rigg) and her 
gaggle of orphans in its most unfortunate melodramatic moments. 
Rather, it suggests the possibility of mutual healing, of people work- 
ing together in love. - Marrit Ingman

BLACK CHRISTMAS 

D: Glen Morgan; with Michelle Trachtenberg , Lacey

When it was announced that direc- 
tor Morgan and his producing partner 
James Wong were tackling a remake of 
Bob Clark’s much-loved 1974 sorority- 
house slash-a-rama, the recoil from the 
old-schoolers was palpable. After all, 
weren’t these the guys responsible for 
the bizarro reimagining of Willard, the 
increasingly freakish Final Destination 
body-part-du-jour franchise, and Jet Li’s 
The One ? Well, yeah, so what? Crispin 
“Hellion” Glover’s take on the poor rat- 
man nobody loved was a scream in all 
senses of the word in Willard, those Final 
Destination outbursts continue to provide 
giddy good Grand Guignol, and, well, The 
One was obviously mistitled. Morgan 
has more than proven himself to be a 
genre helmer with a wonderfully warped 
cinematic sensibility, and while this new 
take on Black Christmas certainly won’t 
wipe the original from anyone’s mind, it’s 
still a surprisingly memorable creepfest 


that fleshes out the characters’ backsto- 
ries while adding a heaping helping of 
blacker-than-pitch humor to the proceed- 
ings. Granted, this new version doesn’t 
live up to the 1974 film’s hyperbolic 
tagline, which remains one of the best 
of all time - “If this movie doesn’t make 
your skin crawl ... it’s on too tight!” - but 
then what could? As in the original, the 
plot here involves a group of sorority 
sisters who spend the Christmas holiday 
in their sorority house along with their 
housemother (played, in a sweet nod 
to fans, by SCTV’s Martin, who played 
one of the doomed Greek gals the first 
time round). That same dwelling, we are 
informed through copious interlocking 
flashbacks, was once the home of dread- 
ful Billy, a damaged little kid who lost 
his marbles and more after spying his 
mother murdering dear old dad. Suffice it 
to say wee Billy gets his revenge on Mom 
and later ends up locked away just like 
Michael Myers but without the calming 
influence of Donald Pleasence’s urbanely 
histrionic headshrinker. Flash forward to 
the present and adult Billy (Mann) is out 
and about and back stashing bodies in 
the attic as the local Greek population 
dwindles alarmingly. It may not sound 
like much (and it does sound an awful 
lot like John Carpenter’s Halloween, 
which Clark’s film clearly influenced, right 


down to a psycho-sibling subplot), but 
while Morgan’s remake isn’t nearly as 
suspenseful or emotionally draining as 
its predecessor, it almost - but not quite 
- makes up for this by sheer dint of its 
overriding weirdness. From some inspired 
casting - which includes former Party of 
Fiver Chabert and Millennium’s Konoval 
as poor Billy’s harridan-like mater diaboli- 
cus - to the splashy, carnival-of-horrors 
cinematography by Robert McLachlan and 
Shirley Walker’s ominous, loud-quiet-loud 
scoring, this film is an evocative, effec- 
tive entry into the holiday bloodspray sub- 
genre in its own right. And if it doesn’t 
make your skin crawl ... you probably ate 
too much Christmas dinner. - Marc Savlov

For a movie lover, the wait between 
truly original cinematic experiences can 
be years. You might slog through a hun- 
dred retreads or more before you stumble 
onto a Topsy-Turvy or an Atanarjuat or 
something as blissfully unique as The 
Cave of the Yellow Dog. But when you do, 
the memory of a thousand Hollywood 


boilerplates can’t cloud the experience, 
and for two hours at least, your mind is 
fresh again. Shot on location in the Altai 
region of the Mongolian steppe and star- 
ring the five members of a real nomad 
family - none of whom had acted before 
- The Cave of the Yellow Dog blurs the line 
between documentary and fiction and, in 
doing so, creates its own singular dramatic 
language. The story’s as slight as can 
be: A young girl named Nansal (Nansal 
Batchuluun, who is about as cute as kids 
get) stumbles upon a dog while walking 
in the plains and decides to bring it back 
to her family’s yurt. Her father demurs, 
however, worried that the dog will attract 
wolves, and demands his daughter leave 
it behind when they move for the winter. 

Not exactly All the President's Men, but 
then the richness of this movie doesn’t 
lie in its dramatic tension but rather in its 
uncomplicated tone of quiet and calm. It 
passes like a reverie, slow and contempla- 
tive, the camera sitting back like a respect- 
ful anthropologist who’s content to savor 
without judgment the simple traditions of 
an ancient culture and the unremarkable 
interactions of a family. Writer/director 
Davaa - the co-director of the similarly 
Mongolian-set, narrative documentary The 
Story of the Weeping Camel from 2004 - 
spent months living with the Batchuluuns, 
so they would be comfortable with her 
when she started filming, and the result 
is a “lived-in” movie built organically from 
the clay of real life, rather than a fictional 
world created to accommodate the whims 
of narrative. Children and animals wander 
indiscriminately in and out of frame - prob- 
ably unaware that there even is a frame - 
putting viewers in mind of the whole world 
of life that exists beyond the edges of 
the screen. The film’s one concession to 
cinematic convention comes at its ending, 
when a moment of abandonment leads 
to an act of canine heroism that would 
shame a thousand Lassies; after more 
than an hour of unaffected, untheatrical 
simplicity, these tense minutes feel like a 
heavy weight crushing your chest, and the 
release that follows them comes down like 
a reprieve. The unassuming beauty of the 
film’s storyline is matched by the incompa- 
rable grandeur of western Mongolia - one 
of those slam-dunk settings for a director 
of photography, like Monument Valley or 
Tokyo or anywhere Kate Winslet happens 
to be. Damn me for an unreliable cynic, 
but The Cave of the Yellow Dog is a remark- 
able movie: touching, honest, and unas- 
suming, without a hint of irony or false 
motive. - Josh Rosenblatt

their acutely surreal cinematic phantasms? 
If so, I want to meet the fellow - although 
in my imagination he’s a clockwork and 
cam-spring waxwork, creepy to a “T” and 
silent as the well-oiled hinge on a cemetery 
gate. Sadly, it’s unlikely I’ll run into the guy 
anytime soon, so when it comes to the 
Quays, we’ll have to rely on their haunting, 
dreamlike film output. It’s been 11 years 
since Institute Benjamenta, the Quays 
last (mostly) live-action film, but you’d 
never know it watching The Piano Tuner 
of Earthquakes. As in all of the directors’ 
work, it’s shrouded in gloomy atmospherics, 
Expressionist sets that recall Murnau and 
Weine and silent filmmakers long forgotten, 
a story that ebbs and flows with the night- 
tide logic of a dream, and supremely dis- 
turbing stop-motion animation. Of course, 
in the Quays’ world, dreams are only one 
flimsy membrane away from nightmares, 
and while The Piano Tuner of Earthquakes 
is easily the most comprehensible example 
of their films (i.e. , the plot makes sense, 
more or less), it’s also one of the most 
sluggish. The torpor comes in part from 
the setting, which, as far as we can tell, 
takes place on the coast of Spain at the 
estate of Dr. Emmanuel Droz (John), who 
has hired Felisberto Fernandez (Seracho, 
the titular tuner) to repair a series of 
seven musical clockwork automatons of 
the doctor’s devising. Also inhabiting the 
estate are kidnapped opera singer Malvina 
(Casar), the erotically charged house- 
keeper Assumpta (Serna), and a battery 
of “gardeners” who tend to the birch and 
cypress trees that surround the estate and 
who occasionally walk in reverse. When 
Malvina asks the newcomer if he believes 
in dreams, Ferlisberto replies, “Someone 
once told me that certain signs in dreams 
could not explain the dream anymore than 
the postman’s knock could explain what’s 
in a letter.” To which Malvina ripostes, “I 
suppose that would depend on how hard 
the postman knocked and for how long.” 
Elliptical dialogue like that is at the heart 
of the Quays entire oeuvre; their films tend

to knock holes in your mind, letting in all 
manner of phantasmagoric delights. It goes 
without saying that the piano tuner is being 
utilized by a madman for ill ends - you 
need only catch a glimpse of one of those 
creepy, moist, all-too-organic automatons to 
realize this. The pleasure one derives from 
watching The Piano Tuner of Earthquakes 
comes from the brothers’ magnificently 
palpable creation of mounting dread and 
also their fantastic use of stop-motion 
photography to animate extremely eerie 
creatures (some of which look like battered 
Victorian-era playthings brought to creaky, 
crepuscular life). Like a dream, The Piano 
Tuner of Earthquakes is wispy and ethereal; 
like a nightmare, it lodges in your hindbrain 
and gnaws away with gleeful abandon.

Think and say what you will about the beliefs 
and actions of Mel Gibson. One conclusion, 
however, is undeniable: He’s a powerfully effec- 
tive filmmaker. The films Gibson has directed 
demonstrate an increasingly deft understanding 
of epic scope, narrative mechanics, and visceral 
response. With his fourth feature film as a direc- 
tor, Gibson continues his (probably unintentional) 
study of the mortification of the flesh through 
the ages. Apocalypto, which emphasizes the 
barbarity of late Mayan culture at the expense 
of its accomplishments in the sciences, written 
language, and city-building, is rife with assaults 
on the body. These details have the desired vis- 
ceral effect on the viewer, and when combined 
with Gibson’s command of the film’s basic story 
of a husband and father’s heroic journey to res- 
cue his family, Apocalypto becomes an absorbing 
drama. However, despite showcasing a civilization 
little seen on the silver screen, there are several 
historical aspects of the film that just don’t jibe.

ate hours are never more than minutes away. 
Exquisitely crafted from its jarring musical score

BARNYARD: THE ORIGINAL PARTY ANIMALS

A growing number of home buyers are financing their purchase with a “stated 
income” mortgage - a loan that requires minimal documentation about the borrower’s 
income. 

These loans are especially designed for self-employed individuals who earn money 
from sources of income that are hard to predict in advance. They are usually available 
only to home buyers with a credit score of at least 720. 

The downside with this type of mortgage is that some applicants might choose to re- 
port an inflated income so they can borrow more money and purchase a better house. 
As a result, they sometimes acquire a home and mortgage they can’t afford. This can 
potentially lead to the loss of their home, a scar on their credit record, and a serious 
penalty for providing false information to their lender. 

Stated income mortgages can be a creative option for creditworthy borrowers with 
special circumstances, but they are not a good way to buy “more house” than you can 
afford.

LATE DELIVERY ON HOLIDAY 
PRESENT - DO I STILL HAVE TO PAY? 

I ordered a Christmas present for a friend out of a 
mail-order catalog in late October. I’m going to have to buy 
another present because it hasn’t arrived even though it’s 
a few days before Christmas. Can I try to cancel the order 
and get my money hack or am I stuck paying for it? 

According to federal law, a mail-order company is 
required to send you the product you ordered within 
a “reasonable time” after you place your order. Some 
companies define the reasonable time for delivery by 
specifically including how long it will take to deliver 
the product in their catalogs. If the company’s catalog 
makes no mention of the time for delivery, the law pre- 
sumes that 30 days is reasonable. If a company cannot 
deliver the product within the specific time listed in the 
advertisement or within 30 days (if no time is specifi- 
cally listed), the law requires the company to notify you 
as to when the product will be delivered and to let you 
cancel the order if you have changed your mind and no 
longer want to wait to receive the product. 

The first thing you should do is look at the catalog 
to see if a reasonable time for delivery is mentioned 
and whether the company is late in sending you the 
item based on this time period. If there is no mention 
of a delivery time, then based on the fact that you have 
waited for nearly two months when the law presumes 
a reasonable delivery period of 30 days, the company 
has probably violated the law, and you have the right to 
cancel the order and get your money back. 

You may want to send a letter to the company, via 
certified mail, that states that you want to cancel your 
order and have your money refunded because it has 
not been delivered within a reasonable time. If after 
sending the letter you still do not receive your money 
back, you may want to contact the Federal Trade 
Commission to report that the company has violated 
the laws addressing mail-order sales (www.ftc.gov/ftc/ 
consumer.htm). You can also contact the Consumer 
Protection Division of the Texas Attorney General’s 
Office (www.oag.state.tx.us) to see if the company has 
violated the Texas Deceptive Trade Practices Act, a 
Texas law designed to protect consumers.
